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CJ^'H RRjz,  are  few  SubjeSis  where  more  has 
been  writ ,  and  the  Publick  troubled  with  more 
Books,  filled  with  idle  Fancies,  and  ridiculous 
Hypothefes,  than  that  of  the  Medicinal  Mineral 
Waters  :  But  as  it  is  an  important  Branch  of 
the  Medicinal  Science,  I fincerely  wifh  it  were 
efiablijhed  into  a  natural,  experimental,  and 
fifiematical  Order,  fo  that  it  might  be  clearly  un¬ 
der  food  ;  and  our  Bellow -Creatures  be  enabled  to 
reap  thofe  Benefits  from  it  which  Providence 
defigned  it  jar.  How  far  I  have  offered  Materials 
towards  this  Structure  of  natural  Knowledge,  I 
leave  for  others  to  determine ;  and  if  it  Jhould  be 
judged  that  Jkave  any  ways  contributed  thereto,  the 

whole 
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whole  of  my  Aim  is  anfwered  y  and  I  hope  I  may 
be  indulged^  if  I  have  committed  any  Faults , 
through  want  of  Corn e chiefs  in  the  Language  I 
have  prefumed  to  write  in * 

We  ought  not  to  fop  in  our  experimental  Bn~ 
quiries  into  the  Mineral  Waters ,  as  we ,  hitherto , 
are  far  from  having  dif  covered  all  their  Con - 
tents,  I  have,  with  indefatigable  Fains,  lately 
found  out  what  fome  of  the  greatef  Men,  for  feve- 
ral  hundred  Tears  pafl,  have  looked  upon  as  im- 
pojjible,  viz.  a  Method  to  extradl  the  volatile 
elaftic  Spirits  from  the  Mineral  Waters  y  and  to 
render  them  patent  for  Examination  to  all  our 
Senfes,  which  may  be  done  by  various,  natural, 
eafy  ProceJJes  :  And  alfo  for  preferving  the  vola¬ 
tile  Spirits  in  the  Mineral  Waters,  fo  that  they 
may  be  carried  to  any  Part  of  the  World,  with¬ 
out  the  leaf  Diminution .  And  whenever  I  have 
an  Opportunity  to  puhlijh  thefe  Dif  cover  ies ,  I 
made  no  Doubt  but  they  will  be  greatly  im¬ 
proved  by  the  more  ingenious  Part  of  Mankind, 
and,  by  that  Means,  be  rendered  of  great  Utility 
to  the  Publick . 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  the  Thermae 
of  Bath,  in  Somerfetfhire,  are  not  fujfeiently 
an ali zed :  And  it  would  be  well  if  the  voluminous 

Number 
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Number  of  Books  which  have  been  wrote  upon  it, 
were  all  put  into  aCrncible >  and  purified  from  their 
JDrofs-,  then  to  add  to  this ,  a  Re  gift  er  of  the  true 
Contents  thefe  Waters  pofiefs ,  obtained  by  natural 
and  rational  Experiments .  I  apprehend  that  we 
Jhould  then  difeover  Things,  in  thefe  Waters ,  that 
hitherto  have  never  been  thought  of ;  and  which 
might  be  of  infinite  Service  to  many  of  the  Afflicted 
in  this  Metropolis,  if  thefe  Waters  were  imported 
with  their  JEtherial  Mineral  Spirits  totally  pre- 
ferved. 

In  this 5  as  well  as  in  my  other  Works  of  the  fame. 
Nature ,  I  have  fin  fitly  adhered  to,  and  wholly 
guided  myfelfi  by  FaBs  deduced  from  natural 
Experiments  only .  And  if  any  learned  Gentleman 
has  any  Thing  to  urge  againfi  it,  1 frail  expeB  he 
wilj  aB  upon  the  fame  Principle  of  experimental 
FaBs,  or  elfe  it  will  be  to  no  Purpcfe  for  him  to 
meddle  with  it ;  becaufe  I  will  have  nothing  to 
fay  to  thefe  modern  Literati,  whofi  Excellence 
confifis  only  in  a  nicer  Gingle  of  fne  Words 5 
whereby  they  fuppofe  Things  ad  infinitum*  but 
are  utter  St  angers  to  FaBs .  Such  weak  con¬ 
temptible  Book-Worms  as  thefe,  I fall  ever  think 
below  my  Notice  •  and  will  affnre  them,  once  for 
all,  that  they  never  mvfi  expeB  any  Anfwer  from 
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As  to  the  prefent  Hyde  Spaw  Waters ,  if 
will  appear ,  by  the  fame  infallible  Guide ,  that 
they  are  in  every  RefpeB  fuperior  to  thofe  of 
Cheltenham  ;  which  indeed  is  not  in  the  leajl 
furprifingy  becaufe  Providence  has  been  more 
bountiful  to  Hyde,  in  giving  it  a  muchfironger 
fubterraneous  Current  y  which  yields  at  leajl  five 
Times  more  Quantity  of  Water  than  the  Chel¬ 
tenham  Spring :  So.thaty  according  to  Nature's 
Ruky  Hyde  Water  mufi  be  confiderably  richer 
th  its  Contents  and  Virtues :  And  as  I  have  Truth 
on  my  Sidey  which  will  ever ft  an  d  the  Tefiy  and 
bear  down  all  Opponent sy  it  matters  not  what  may 
be- f aid  againfiy  or  objected  to  it . 
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1 H  E  Hyde  Spaw  Waters,  like  thofe  of 
JL  Cheltenham,  Llandrindod,  and  others  of 
the  fame  Mature,  are  faline  purging  Waters* 
and  have  no  manner  of  Connexion  with  any 
Chalybeate  Waters  whatever  5  though  there 
are  indeed  Chalybeate  ones  that  contain  a 
purging  Salt ;  but  notwithstanding  this,  they 
do  not  come  under  the  Rubric  or  Appellation 
of  the  Saline,  but  are  in  Reality  no  other  than 
Chalybeate  purging  Waters,  which  are  quite 
of  a  different  Quality  to  thofe  we  are  here 
treating  of ;  beeaufe  the  Iron  Earth  is  either 
predominant  over,  or  gives  the  Texture  to 
the  Salts;  for  this  Reafon  their  Medicinal 
Effedls  are  as  various  as  the  Conftitutions  that 
ufe  them ;  but  where  the  Salt  is  predominant, 
without  having  a  Bolor  Iron  Earth  for  its  Bails' 
or  Texture,  then  they  purge  in  all  Conftitutions 
alike  :  In  thefe  Waters  we  never  find  any  Iron 
Earth,  or  Chalybeate  Contents,  that  is  fo  far 
preceptable,  as  to  have  Power  of  Action  >  there¬ 
fore  we  may  very  juftly  diftinguifh  thefe 
purging  Waters  feparately,  and  totally  exclude 
them  from  the  Chalybeates,  as  not  having  the 
fame  medicinal  Analogy  with  them. 

What  I  mean  by  the  Texture  given  to  fuch 
Salts  with  Iron  Earth,  as  are  found  in  fome 

B  Ch&lybeate 
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Chalybeate  Waters,  muff  be  underftood  in  an 
experimental  Senfe,  in  fuch  Manner  as  will 
verify  this  Affertion,  fofoon  as  the  Salts  extraded 
out  of  thefe  Waters  are  chemically  analized  ^ 
when  it  will  evidently  appear,  that  where  a 
fix’d  vitrioline  Acid  meets  Chalybeate  Waters, 
it  will  entangle  itfelf  in  the  Bolor  Iron  Earth 
(the  conftant  Concomitant  of  Chalybeate  Con¬ 
tents)  and  thus  generate  and  conflkute  a  neutral 
Salt,  by  diffolving  the  Bolar  Earth  >  and  this  is 
the  Means  whereby  it  renders  itfelf  faline* 
Very  few  Chalybeate  Waters  are  without  this 
fort  of  Salt,  fome  contain  it  in  greater*  and 
others  in  leffer  Quantity. 

It  is  already  obferved,  that  thefe  Salts  do  not 
a d  in  one  uniform  certain  Manner  upon  the 
human  Conftitution,  and  I  have  ever  remarked, 
that  where  they  meet  with  moiftorphlegmatick 
Habits  of  Body*  they  either  violently  purge 
or  vomit,  and  iometimes  both  $  but  where 
there  is  afanguinehotDifpofition  predominant, 
they  either  ad:  as  Sudor ificks  or  Infiammatories, 
and  Coffivenefs,  and  fo  in  other  different 
Degrees,  unneceffary  to  mention  here 

I  am  of  Opinion  the  Medicinal  Mineral 
Waters-  were  much  better  known  by  the 
Antients,  and  more  juftly  diftinguifhed,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  different  Qualities,  than  in 
the  prefent  Age  :  In  Balaftine  there  were  (and 
undoubtedly  are  ftill)  feveral  Sorts  of  natural 
hot  and  cold  Medicinal  Mineral  W aters,  which 
they  made  ufe  of  in  various  Shapes,  fuch  as

Bathing, 
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Bathing,  Drinking,  Fomenting,  &c.  and  the 
(rreat  Variety  and  Multiplicity  of  Difeales  thefe 
Waters  cured,  caufed  fome  fuperftitious  jews 
to  attribute  to  them  miraculous  Virtues  (a 
Spirit  that  feems  to  be  revived  at  Glaji anbury) 
but  the  orthodox  Part  of  the  Israelites  very 
;uftly  (the  Pool  .of  Bethfeda  only  excepted) 
afcribed  the  healing  Effedts  to  their  natural 
Mineral  Contents,  and  the  faline  purging 
Waters  made  a  Separate  Branch  amongft  the 
rational  part  of  thefe  People,  in  thole  early 

Times.  .  , 

Hierapolis  was  antiently  famous  for  its  Me¬ 
dicinal  Mineral  W aters,  and  by  themoftauthen- 
tick  Records  it  evidently  appears,  they  were 
■not  ranked  among  th e.  Acidulce,  or  Tbherma: 
According  to  Strabo’s  Account,  theie  Waters 
petrity’d  in  the  Space  oi  a  Year,  when  all 
that  Time  expofed  to  the  Air,;  and  yet  w^ere 
endowed  with  fuch  .extraordinary  Virtues,,  as 
to  render  the  Eields  they  water  d  exceeding 
fruitful,  and  proved  a  prefent  Remedy  in  in¬ 
numerable  Diftempers,  to  jthofe  that  ,ufed 
^hem 

That  thefe  were haline  'Vv  aters3  'is  mamfeft 
from  their  petrifying  and  manuring  Qualities* 
as  both  depend  upon  one  and  the  fame  Princi¬ 
ples}  neither  of  which  could  have  been  per¬ 
form’d,  without  the  great  Abundance  of  Salts 
which  they  contained 3  becaule  the  Salts  ^  in 
Manure  diipofe  and  contract  tne  Subftance  tliat

The  remarkable  Medicinal  Mineral  Water  I 
have  craved  to  mention,  is  in  one  of  the  molt 
pleafant  Hills  in  the  Ifland  of  Angle fea-  this 
Water  ftrikes  a  red  Colour  with  Syrup 
of  Violets,  and  has  fo  many  other  furprffing 
Qualities,  that  dearly  proves  it  to  be  no  ways 
related  to  the  Chalybeates,  or  faline  purging 
Waters  ;  fo  that  for  feveral  Reafons,  ’us  oe- 
vond  Difpute  with  me,  that  this  is  one  of  the 
true  Acidula  of  the  Antients,  and  that  the 
Chalybeates  which  are  taken  at  this  Day  ior 
them,  were  no  ways  comprehended  under 
this  Denomination,  but  that  their  true  and 
only  Acidulce  were  fuch  as  thefe  I  am  now 
fpeaking  of,  which  will  ftrik-e  a  red  Colour 

with  Syrup  of  Violets.  . 

The  Anglefea  Acidulee  above-mention  d,  are 
verv  extraordinarily  efficacious  in  Numbers  of 
chronical  Cafes,  where  the  faline  purging 
Waters  are  not  proper  to  be  ufed  ^  and  I  am 
really  forrv,  that  this  falubrious  1  ountain  is 
not  adapted  to  publick  Utility ;  but  whenever 
iihe  Owners,  in  whofe  Lands  it  ifiues  lotciij, 
will  take  the  laudable  Example  from  the 
noble  Lord  of  the  Hyde  Spaw,  and  permit 
me  the  Power  of  introducing  them  to  publick 
Knowledge,  I  fhall  gladly  embrace  the  Op¬ 
portunity  as  fcon  as  Occaiion  offers. 

Many  faline  purging  Springs  have  lately 
broke  forth  in  this  Nation,  feveral  ^  of  which 
about  this  Metropolis  Tire  much  cry’d  up,  and 
ftrongly  recommended  5  but  the  chief  Matter  of 

Confequenc eyw*.  to  enquire  experimentally  into 

A  +  ■'  tneir 
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their  natural  Virtues  is  negledted;  from  hence  it 
feems  to  me,  that  every  Spring  which  fortu¬ 
nately  makes  its  Courfe  through  a  Dunghill* 
has  thereby  acquired  a  Privilege  to  be  palm'd 
upon  the  Publick  as  extraordinary  falutary 
faline  Waters,  when  perhaps  their  Salts  are 
more  properly  adapted  for  the  Manure  of 
Land,  than  for  any  Relief  of  human  Infir* 
mities.  Moft  of  thefe  Springs  have  nothing 
better  in  Foundation  for  their  Support  than 
meer  Novelty,  like  as  at  Glafionburyy  where 
they  have  brought  it  into  Vogue  by  a  Dream, 
or  rather  Rornilh  fpiritual  Legerdemain,  which 
is  Matter  of  great  Aftonifhment  to  me,  that 
People  of  good  Underftanding  in  all  other 
Refpedts,  can  be  fo  blinded,  and  not  fee 
through  this  meer  Cobweb-lawn  that  vails 
their  Senfes,  but  will  greedily  fwallow  fuch 
nafty  foetid  flunking  faline  Draughts,  without 
the  leaft  rational  Account  of  their  natural  Pro¬ 
perties,  when  at  the  fame  Time  they  may 
have  Plenty  of  true,  clean,  and  pleafant  Me¬ 
dicine  in  the  Hyde ,  and  other  faline  purging 
Waters ;  let  them  but  particularly  confider 
this,  one  indifputable  Maxim,  that  all  Medici- 
nat  Salts  are  able  to  manure  Lands ,  but  all  ma¬ 
nuring  Salts  are  not  fit  Medicmes ;  and  by 
what  Means  will  they  be  able  to  reftore  a 
Conftitution  injured,  or  perhaps  ruined,  by 
thefe  infatuated  Novelties. 

But  it  feems  that  fuch  a  ftrid:  Scrutiny,  and 
proper  Examination,  as  I  have  here  pointed 
out,  as  abfolutely  neceffary  for  the  Prefervation 
of  human  Kind,  is  laughed  at,  ridiculed,  and 

altogether 
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altogether  prevented,  as  much  as  poffible,  by 
the  mercenary  Proprietors  of  many  of  thefe 
Mineral  Fountains,  being  fearful  of  having 
them  fet  forth  to  the  Publick  in  their  true 
Light,  left  it  fhould  prove  hurtful  to  their  lu¬ 
crative  Views  to  fupport  which,  by  artful 
Contrivances,  they  feldom  fail  of  gaining  over 
the  vulgar  Multitude  to  their  Intereft,  who 
are  always  ready  to  run  away  with  every  idle 
Story,  howfoever  inconftftent  in  itfelf,  without 
enquiring  after  one  Grain  of  rational  Ground 
for  their  Belief ;  but  perhaps  this  being  no 
longer  fufficient  to  fupport  thefe  Proprietors 
Meafures,  they  have  thought  proper  to  call 
in  to  their  Aid  a  little  Drum  Pulpit,  which 
they  rattle  upon  like  Children  that  are  diverted 
with  thofe  Play-Inftruments  prefented  them 
by  Papa  at  a  Fair ;  in  fhort,  they  have  got 
over  a  few  weak,  difappointed  Clergymen* 
to  write  and  preach  in  Favour  of  their  Waters  :• 
To  how  low,  mean  and  vile  a  Purpofe  is  Reli¬ 
gion  proftituted  !  and  what  a  Scandal  it  is,  that 
fo  facred  a  Function  ftiould  be  fo  far  debafed, 
as  to  wreft,  nay  polute  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
to  fainftion  and  cover  over  Craft  and  Deceit ! 

Since  the  Clergy  have  taken  it  into  their 
Heads  to  write  and  preach  of  miraculous  Mi- 
Mineral  Waters,  the  new-fafhion  Writers, 
that  they  might  not  be  behind  Hand  with  them, 
have  given  us  long  Accounts,  and  tell  us  of 
many  Contents  and  Principles  in  Mineral  Wa¬ 
ters,  which,  it  is  well  known,  have  been  long 
ago  exploded  with  fundamental  Experiments, 
and  by  the  fame  indifputable  Rules,  manifefted 

they 
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they  are  deftitute  of  the  Contents  that  are  attri¬ 
buted  to  them ;  hence  it  is  plain,  that  thefe 
Polyhiftors  were  utterly  unacquainted  with  this 
Subjedt ;  and  thus  one  Blind  leads  on  another, 
even  till  they  are  plunged  into  the  grofieft 
of  Errors. 

But  this  happens  not  to  be  the  Cafe  with  the 
Hyde  faline  purging  Waters,  for  they  ftand  in 
no  Need  of  fuch  unnatural  Affiftance,  as  their 
natural  Contents  are  fuch,  that  will  in  all  Pro¬ 
bability  render  it  a  lafting,  and  at  all  Times  a 
ftanding  Medicinal  Mineral  Water  r  but  as 
this  Spring  has  been  but  lately  difcovered, 
and  is  hardly  yet  much  known  to  the  Pub- 
lick,  it  will  be  but  juft,  and  neceffary,  to 
begin  with  an  experimental  Hiftory  of  it,  by 
which  Means  every  Patient  that  chufes  to 
make  Ufe  of  thefe  Waters,  will  be  enabled 
to  know  what  he  takes,  and  at  the  fame  Time 
be  allured,  that  he  fwallows  no  filthy  Dung¬ 
hill  Salts,  fo  verv  detrimental  in  all  Conftitu- 
tions;  to  obtain  which  End,  I  lliali  divide 
this  Difcourfe  into  the  following  Parts. 
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Experiments  on  the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters, 

THAT  thefe  Waters  are  of  a  faline 
purging  Quality,  I  think  will  fufficf- 
ently  appear  from  the  following  Ex¬ 
periments  ;  but  as  it  has  been  ufhered  into 
fhe  World  under  the  Title  of  the  Hyde  Spaw, 
we  cannot  take  upon  us  at  prefent  to  change 
the  Name  to  its  proper  CharaCteriftick,  but 
muft  let  it  pafs  with  this  improper  Denomi¬ 
nation,  till  the  DoCtrine  of  diftinguifhing  Mi¬ 
neral  Waters,  according  to  their  Nature,  is 
more  fully  known,,  and  better  eftablifhed  than 
at  this  Day,  when  I  make  no  Doubt,  but  its 
Title  will  foon  be  changed  for  one  that  is 
more  juft  and  naturally  adapted  to  it. 

This  falutary  Spring  called  the  Hyde  Spawp 
is  iituated  near  Cheltenham ,  in  the  Panfh  of 
Reftbnry ,  in  the  County  of  Gloucejter ,  in  the 
.Eft  ate  of  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Craven, 
wThich  illuftrious  Nobleman  has  fo  remarka¬ 
bly  and  effectually  extended  his  Protection 
nnd  Goodnefs  to  this  Fountain  of  Health,  that 
.it  is  already  endued  with  neceffary  and  con¬ 
venient  Lodgings  for  all  Sorts  of  Patients ; 

"  v  C  2  '  and 
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and  by  the  fame  laudable  and  prudent  Mean$ 
a  commodious  Hot  and  Cold  Bath  has  been 
ereCted,  and  is  conftantly  prepared  from  thefe 
falutary  Waters,  whereby  many  very  extraor¬ 
dinary  Cures  have  been  performed,  and  are 
now  daily  ufed  to  very  great  Advantage.  To 
come  then  to  a  true  Knowledge  of  the  Na¬ 
ture  of  thefe  noble  Waters,  I  (hall  proceed 
immediately  to  the  Experiments,  and  fo  tho¬ 
roughly  fcrutinize  and  fet  them  forth,  as  will 
effectually  enable  us  to  account  rationally  for 
the  feemingly  miraculous  Cures  thefe  Waters 
have  performed. 

Experiment  I.  The  elaftick  Mtherial  Mi¬ 
neral  Spirits,  entangled  in  Spelter  or  Zinck 
Allies,  extracted  from  the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters, 
are  in  every  RefpeCl  as  to  Smell,  Tafte,  &c', 
&c.  like  (and  equal)  to  the  fine  Mtherial 
acid  Liquids  that  are  diftilled  from  Amber- 
greafe  D 

Exp.  II.  This  Water  was  expofed  in  an 
open  Glafs  to  the  Air  in  Augujl  la  ft,  when 
it  remained  perfectly  clear  for  eleven  Days, 
without  the  leaf:  Change  or  Alteration  of  its 
Shape,  Form,  or  Texture  ;  but  on  the  twelfth 
Day  it  began  to  yield  a  final  1  Quantity  Free- 
dpi  tat  per  fe. 

Exp.  III.  With  Spirit  of  Salt  this  Water 
fparkles  much,  but  they  both  readily  unite 
with  one  another  3  and  the  Salt  that  is  ob-

the  Method  of  extracting  the  Volatile  Spirits  from  the  Mineral 
Waters  is  better  known.

tained  from  this  Mixture,  appears  in  cubick 
fquare  long  fpangled  Chryflals,  and  in  every 
other  Examination  plainly  evinces,  that  they 
have  attracted  the  Acid  of  the  common  Sait 
from  the  Spirit. 

Exp.  IV.  Aqua  -forth  and  Spirit  of  Vitriol 
aft  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  Spirit  of  Salt, 
and  when  jointly  reduced  to  Salts,  they  modify 
the  Figures  of  the  Salts,  agreeable  to  the  Nature 
of  the  vitrioline  Salts. 

Exp.  V.  Oil  of  Vitriol  caufes  a  gentle 
Ebulition,  and  makes  it  boiling  hot,  which 
Hotnefs  continues  a  confiderable  Time,  but 

the  Oil  of  Vitriol  is  not  to  be  perceived  in  it 
by  the  Smell. 

Exp.  VI.  Add  Oleum  Eartari  per  diliquium 
to  thofe  thatare  mixed  with  the  Acids  of  Expe¬ 
riment  III.  IV.  and  V.  it  caufes  a  remarkable 
and  more  than  ordinary  EfFervefcence. 

Exp.  VII.  With  Syfup  of  Violets  it  ftrikes 
a  green  Colour. 

Exp.  VIII.  Adding  Oil  of  Vitriol  to  that 
Water  which  was  coloured  Green  with  Syrup 
of  Violets,  it  changes  it  into  a  fine  red  Co- 
lour  without  any  EfFervefcence, 

,  Exp.  IX.  With  volatile  Spirit  of  Hartf- 
horn  this  Water  turns  milky. 

Exp.  X.  Solution  of  Pearl  Allies  changes 
this  Water  into  a  very  white  Pearl  Colour, 
and  curdles  it  at  the  fame  Time. 

Exp.  XI.  Oil  of  Tartar  per  Delktium 
curdles  this  Water,  and  turns  it  of  a  very 
deep  Pearl  Colour.

Exp .  XII.  With  Solution  of  Salt  of  Tartar 
this  Water  Hokes  a  Milk- white  Colour,  and 
curdks, 

Exp ,  XIII.  Spirit  of  Sa!  Ammoniac  caufes 
a  Milk-white  pearlifh  Colour,  and  curdles j 
but  a  Solution  of  Sal  Petre  mixes  with  this 
Water  without  any  Alteration  whatever, 

Exp.  XIV’.  When  the  Water  with  the  Al¬ 
kalies  of  the  fix  Laft  Experiments  is  added  to 
thofe  that  contain  the  Acids,  the  whole  Mix¬ 
ture  turns  of  a  fine  red  ruby  Colour,  but  dii- 
folves  the  curdled  JParticles  in  fuch  Manner* 
that  they  cannot  be  perceived, 

Exp.  XV.  I  Separately  try’d  it  with  every 
Alkaly,  and  the  Oil  of  Vitriol,  but  none  of 
them  produced  the  red  Colour,  except  the 
volatile  Spirit  .of  Hartfhorn  ;  the  other  Alka¬ 
lies  turned  limpid  clear  with  the  Oil  of  V  i- 
triol,  and  reunited  the  white  Precipitate  with 
the  Water. 

Exp.  XVI.  With  Powder  of  Galls  this  Wa¬ 
ter  ftrikes  a  dark  Olive-green  Colour. 

Exp..  XVII.  Logwood  tinges  this  Water  of 
a  molt  beautiful  Claret  Colour,  which  cannot 
be  deftroyed  by  Oil  of  Vitriol. 

Exp.  XVIII.  Red  Sanders  colours  this  Wa¬ 
ter  of  a  dirty  Yellow  ;  and  on  letting  it  Hand 
dll  the  next  Day,  there  appeared  a  blueifh 
Hue  of  about  an  Inch  thick  upon  it ;  but 
with  Logwood  the  Claret  Colour  continued 
m  perfect  Luftre  and  Brightnefs  after  ftand^ 
ing  four  Days, 

Exp.  XIX.  Sugar  of  Lead  changes  this 
Water  to  a  milky  Colour,  but  there  was  .not 

fo 
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10  much  Curd,  peiceptable  as  when  mixed  with 
Alkalies. 

Exp.  XX.  Mercurius  Sublimate  turns  this 
Water  into  a  bright  Pearl  Colour. 

Exp.  XXL  Crude  Sal  Ammoniac  makes  no 
Manner  of  Alteration  in  this  Water  mixed 
with  it,  either  hot  or  cold. 

Exp.  XXII.  Solution  of  Silver  turns  this 
Water  of  a  Milk-white  Colour,  which  when 
expofed  to  the  Fire,  it  caufes  a  light  Precipi¬ 
tate,  which  is  moved  by  the  boiling  Motion 
of  the  W ater,  and  after  fome  I  ime  boilin'0- v 
changes  into  a  fine  white  Whey  Colour.  ^ 

Exp.  XXIII.  With  Rhenijh  Wine  and  Six- 
gai  this  Water  works  in  the  fame  Manner  as 
the  Setter^  Water  does  with  it,  and  affords  the 
like  pleafant  Tafte. 

Exp.  XXIV.  The  Salts  of  this  Wrater  are 
very  eafily  obtained,  and  chryflalized  after 
the  ufual  common  Manner. 

Exp.  XXV 4  Eacn  Gallon  of  this  Whiter 
contains  fixteen  Grains  of  neat  fine  Salt  more 
than  thofe  of  Cheltenham,  and  although  this 
Experiment  was  made  in  Aiiguft ,  yet,  not- 
withftanding,  thefe  Waters  contain  very  near 
the  fame  Quantity  in  the  Winter,  the  Sprint 
being  very  well  fecured  from  other  Waters 
Communicating  with  it. 

Exp.  XXVI.  Thefe  Salts  extracted  from 
the  Water,  and  again  diffolved  in  diftilled 
Ram  Water,  are  again  obtainable  by  Infpiffation 
and  Sublimation ,  in  like  Manner  as  Sal  Am¬ 
moniac  is  produced. 
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Exp .  XXVIL  With  Oil  of  Vitriol,  Spirit 
of  Salt,  Spirit  of  Vitriol,  and  Aqua-foriis> 
thefe  Salts  do  not  caufe  the  leaft  Effervef- 
cence. 

Exp.  XXVIII.  Nor  do  they  caufe  any  of 
the  like  Motions  with  Solutions  of  fix’d  and 
urinous  Spirits  of  Alkalies. 

Exp .  XXIX.  Thefe  Salts  ftrongly  calcified 
in  a  Criicible,  the  watery  Parts  exhale,  and 
the  Salt  turns  into  a  fine  white  Powder, 
which  retains  its  faline  Nature  as  to  Solution 
and  Tafte*  and  cannot,  with  the  ftrongeft 
Fire,  be  reduced  into  an  Alkaly,  without  the 
Addition  of  another  Body. , 

Exp.  XXX.  The  Salts  thus  calcined,  will 
not  caufe  any  Effervefeence  or  Ebulition  with 
the  ftrongeft  Acids  or  Alkalies. 

Exp .  XXXI.  On  the  Glaffes  out  of  which 
this  Water  is  conftantly  drank  the  Salts  pre- 
fently  chryftallize,  which  they  alfo  do  on  the 
Sides  of  the  Well  like  clear  tranfparent  Ice. 

Exp.  XXXII.  This  Water  rifes  up  exceed¬ 
ing  clear,  is  of  an  agreeable  bitter  fait  Tafte, 
and  weighs  fifty-two  Grains  heavier  in  a  Pint 
than  common  Water,  and  increafes  no  more 
than  five  Grains  in  a  Pint  by  ftanding,  or  in 
Carriage  to  this  Metropolis. 

Exp .  XXXIII.  The  Sediment  of  a  Gallon 
of  this  Water  that  remains  after  all  the  liquid 
Parts  are  exhaled  or  boiled  away,  is  full  feven 
hundred  and  fifty-two  Grains,  in  which  the 
Salts  are  retained. 

Exp.  XXXIV.  The  Earth  after  the  Salts 
are  extracted  from  it,  proves  in  every  Re- 

fpe£t. 
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fpeffc  to  be  an  Alkaly,  but  is  very  light,  and 
exceeding  white  and  fine,  but  through  a  Micro- 
fcope  or  Magnifying  Giafs  the  Particles  of 
this  Earth  appear  in  Flakes,  like  Terra  foliate 
Tart  am. 

,  pxP-  XXXV.  This  Earth  is  incapable  of 
Dcing  rendered  into  Calx  or  Lime  with  the 
ftrongeft  Fire,  and  feems  to  be  of  a  Genus 
between  Glacis  Morie  and  Talc,  but  is  dif- 
folvable  with  Acids. 

Exp.  XXXVI.  The  Earth  diflbived  in  He* 
par  Sulphur  is,  and  then  diftilled  in  a  Retort, 
tnere  appears  a  line  oily  lubricating  Spirit, 
without  any  corroding  Matter. 

Exp.  XXXVII.  This  Earth,  when  put  into 
a  Crucible  with  fmelted  Giafs,  will  not  per- 
fedtly  mix  or  unite  with  it,  but  gathers  itfelf 
together  in  Flakes  throughout  the  Giafs. 

Exp.  XXXVIII.  A  little  of  the  Salts  out  of 
this  Water,  thrown  into  a  Crucible  full  of 
fmelted  Giafs,  will  change  the  Giafs  Metal 
red  for  a  few  Miuutes. 

In  my  former  Works  on  this  Subjedf  *  I 
nave,  in  a  juft  but  civil  Manner,  invei?hed 
againft^  the  geometrical,  fpeculafive  Clofet 
Cnemiitry,  I  mean  fuch  as  amufe  themfelves 
wntn  the.  Atoms  and  Figures  that  the  Salts 
prod  ace  ^  in  their  Chryilallization3  by  which 
Means  tney  endeavour  to  perfuade  the  World 
£.icu  they  have  a  vaft  deal  of  fiiperabundant 
Learning-  and  to  ftrengthen  this  Opinion* 
and  more  eafily  impofe  upon  the  Publick,  the 

hbe-l ?pUv^reatlfp°fl  °ri&in>  Nature,  and  Virtues  of  Cb»- 

i/beate_ Waters,  Page  6, 
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faline  Figures  are  pompoufly  u  the  red  forth  in 
Prints,  and  thereby  filly  and  unphilofophical 
Knowledge  is  propagated  by  the  ignorant  Fa- 
naticks. 

But  howfoever  upright  my  Intentions,  I 
have  met  with  little  eiie  than  browns  from  a 
certain  Quarter  for  my  Zeal  in  promoting  real 
Knowledge,  and  for  no  other  Reafon,  than 
that  I  have  ever  been  for  trying  all  fuch  Salts 
we  meet  with,  by  chemical  Analization,  as  I 
efteem  a  thorough  Knowledge  of  Salts,  to  be 
a  conliderable  Branch  of  chemical  Learning  * 
It  is  therefore  but  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  he 
who  views  and  examines  the  componant 
Parts  diftinflly  and  feparately,  with  ail  or 
moil  of  his  Senfes,  muft  come  nearer  the 
true  Point,  than  he  that  judges  by  outward 
Figures,  only  as  they  appear  to  Sight,  when 
all  the  Parts  that  conftitute  the  Concrete,  are 
united  in  one  compound  State, 

It  is  therefore  evident,  this  empty  Farce  can 
have  no  Place  with  rational  Men  ;  for  to  ar¬ 
gue  otherwife  would  be  the  fame  Thing,  as 
if  an  Aftrologer  fliould  claim  Pre-eminence 
over  the  Amatomift,  and  by  outward  Signs 
and  Predictions  from  the  Cadaver,  determine, 
what  only  can  appear  by  Defection. 

.Yet  ftrange  it  is,  that  thefe  indifputable 
pads,  are  not  able  to  make  any  right  Impref- 
lions  on  Gentlemen,  from  whom  we  ought 
to  expett  feme  Show  of  folid  judgment.;  but 
the  Cafe  being  otherwife,  leads  me  to  fufpedt 
their  Defign  is  to  ftiile  the  Matter,  and  that 
they  don’t  chufe  to  own  the  .Truth  >  or  elfe. 
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to  judge  more  favourably  of  them,  they  are 
furprilingly  infatuated  with  ridiculous  Sha¬ 
dows,  and  downright  ftupendious  Nonfenfe* 
One  of  thefe  Gentlemen  in  particular,  is  be¬ 
come  fo  warm,  that  in  his  Difcourfe  on  Mi¬ 
neral  Waters  he  breaks  out  in  Anger  thus  N 

*  Such  Gentlemen  to  conceal  their  Fraud, 
1  enveigh  again!!  the  chryftalizing  of  natural 
c  Salts,  leaft  their  Genus  and  Species  ihould 

*  be  known  and  detected/ 

Thus  we  fee  from  the  Acrimony  that  ap¬ 
pears  in  this  Author's  Expreffions,  that  Spleen 
and  Paffion  were  uppermoft  with  him,  elfe, 
as  I  believe  him  to  be  a  Gentleman,  I  think 
he  could  not  have  been  guilty  of  fuch  grots 
Expreffions  3  for  what  Fraud  can  it  be,  or 
what  Ends  can  it  poffibly  anfwer,  to  conceal 
the  Figures  of  chriftallized  Salts  ?  and  by 
what  Means  the  Genus  and  Species,  of  Salts 
are  to  be  known  by  their  Figures,  he  has  not 
been  able  hitherto  to  inform  us  of. 

for  my  own  Part  I  will  candidly  confels, 
that  I  have  not  fo  much  Penetration  as  to 
know  the  Salts  by  their  Chryftal  Figures,  but 
when  I  will  be  acquainted  with  their  Na¬ 
tures,  I  know  no  other  Way  than  to  reduce 
the  Contents  to  their  firft  original  State,  by 
which  Means  I  am  able  to  comprehend  them 
feparately  with  more  Senfes  than  the  Eye- 
fight  only  3  but  as  fuch  mighty  Strefs  feems 
to  be  laid  upon  the  bare  Figures  of  Salts,  I 
do  allure  thofe  Gentlemen,  that  1  can  chry-

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ftallize  Salts,  and  to  my  own  Knowledge  there 
is  no  Fraud  intended  ;  and  to  convince  them 
of  both,  I  here  prefent  the  Virtuofi  of  the 
Corpufcular  Philofophy,  with  the  Sculpture 
of  the  Cryftals  produced  from  the  Hyde  Spaw 
Water,  which  were  engraved  from  the  very 
Originals ;  and  I  fhould  be  thankful,  and  in¬ 
finitely  obliged,  to  any  of  thofe  great  Men, 
that  will  be  fo  good  to  inform  me,  how  I  may 
from  thence  form  any  Judgment,  or  under¬ 
hand  the  true  Genus  and  Species  of  thefe  Salts. 

No.  i.  Are  the  Figures  of  the  Chryftals 
produced  by  lixivating  the  Salts  out  of  the 
Sediment  with  diftilled  Rain-water ;  which 
Solution  was  in  an  equal  moderate  Heat,  in 
a  Glafs  in  warm  Sand,  evaporated,  till  it  came 
to  a  chryftalliiie  Confiftency, 

No.  2.  was  lixivated  in  the  fame  Manner  as 
the  above ;  but  the  Evaporation  was  not  equal 
to  that  of  the  former,  for  fometimes  it  boiled 
violently,  and  at  other  Times  it  Hood  feveral 
Hours  till  it  became  quite  cold,  at  laft,  by 
repeated  Boiling  it  was  brought  to  fuch  a  chry- 

ftailine  Confiftency  as  is  here  reprefented  in 
the  Print. 

'.Thus  we  foe,  that  the  unequal  Motions  of 
the  Salts  in  the  Operations  will  produce  dif¬ 
ferent  Figures  in  their  Chryftals,  which  will 
hold  good  in  every  Operation  ad  infinitum , 
and  yet  the  innate ,  Nature  is  not  changed  ; 
I  would  therefore  aik  this  Angle  Queftion, 
How  any  hire  .or  reafonable  judgment  can  be 
formed  in  fuch  a  Chaos  of  Uncertainty  ?  But 
as  it  isa  Bauble  that  pieafos  foiue,  I  will  not  pre- 

fume 
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fume  to  difturb  them  in  their  fpeculative  Amufe- 
ments .  But  as  this,  my  firll  lahne  Exhibition, 
appears  to  be  finer  Hieroglyphicks  than  any 
I  have  ever  yet  feen  from  the  Adepts  of  this 
Science ;  I  think  therefore  it  muft  be  allow¬ 
ed,  that  the  Hyde  Salts  claim  a  juft  Pre-emi¬ 
nence  to  all  others  hitherto  known. 

If  it  were  true  that  thefe  Figures,  like  Let¬ 
ters,  denote  the  innate  Nature  of  the  Salts 
they  are  chryftalized  frpm,  this  Bufinefs  might 
then  be  rendered  of  extraordinary  Utility  to 
the  publick  Service  ;  for  as  moft  Salts  arp  the 
Piodudion  of  Foffils,  walhed  from  them  by 
the  Water  that  ftrains  through,  and  will  re¬ 
tain  the  ISatuie  of  the  hoffii  they  are  received 
from ;  and  as  no  Salts  are  more  eifiedually 
drained  through  their  productive  Matter,  than 
Urine  Salts,  becaufe  they  are  feveral  Times 
carried  by  the  Circulation  through  the  whole 
Machine,  and  every  Vefiel  of  the  Body  has 
a  Share  in  producing  thefe  Salts ;  fo  by  the 
fame  Parity  of  Reafon,  upon  the  Chryftal  Fi¬ 
gure  Dodrine  we  may  fuppofe,  that  Urine 
Salts  have  imbibed  and  attraded  all  the  Ima¬ 
ginations  and  Projeds,  either  publick  or  pri¬ 
vate,  that  were  contained  in  the  Perfon  they 
circulated  through  ;  and  what  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  Service,  might  this  be  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  to  be  poffeffed  of  an  Adept  in  this  un¬ 
common  Art;  for  if  any  Subjed  fnouid  be 
impeded  of  Difaff  edion,  his  Urine  need  only 
oe  colleded,  and  the  Salts  chryftallized  from 
it;  tnen  if  it  thould  happen  that  he  is  ajacobite. 
Char ley,  doubtiefs,  with  his  Plaid  and  Target  will 
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appear  :  Befides,  an  Adept  of  this  Clafs  might 
accumulate  much  Wealth  in  a  private  Sta¬ 
tion,  as  many  jealous  Hufbands  would  proba¬ 
bly  give  him  any  Thing  he  could  reafonably 
afk,  to  know  their  Wives  Amours ;  or  an  emi¬ 
nent  .Phyfician  that  has  a  great  Perfonage  for 
a  Patient,  .but  does  not  know  what  his  Di- 
ftemper  is  :  Here  both  might  be  immediately 
fatisfied  by  the  Chryftals  of  the  Salts  from 
the  refpedtive  Urines.  But  this  Hint  only 
by  the  bye,  which  if  taken,  would  give  a 
far  greater  Advantage  than  the  mod;  Prima 
Facie  are  apprized  of.

F~W~'  H  E  comparative  Part  of  the  Hyde

not  only  with  Refped  to  their  Equality,  in 
Nature  and  Virtue,  hut  alfo  to  {hew  which 
of  tnefe  two  juftly  claims  the  Pre-eminence, 
is  a  Tafk,  however  necelfary,  extremely  dis¬ 
agreeable  in  itfelf,  more  efpecially  as  the  Chel¬ 
tenham  Waters,  before  the  Difcovery  of  the 
Hyde  Spaw,  have  with  great  Truth  challeng¬ 
ed  the  Preference  to  all  purging  Waters,  in 

Great 
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Great  Britain  :  It  is  therefore  but  natural  to 
conclude,  that  I  ihall  in  Courfe  draw  down 
upon  me,  like  a  Torrent,  a  Croud  of  Vota¬ 
ries  to  that  long  celebrated  Water,  whofe  fa¬ 
vourable  Opinion  I  tnuft  expedt  to  lofe  (if  not 
become  my  Enemies)  for  prefuming  to  intro¬ 
duce  any  Thing  in  Competition  with  it,  much 
lefs  fo  potent  a  Rival,  as  its  neighbouring 
fountain  the  Hyde  Spaw.  And  here  permit 
me  once  for  all  to  declare,  that  I  have  no 
Manner  of  partial  Prejudice  againft  thofe  ex¬ 
cellent  Waters  of  Cheltenham  5  nor  am  I 
moved  to  this  Work  by  any  Convenience  or 
Service  I  purpofe  to  myfelf,  but  on  the  con¬ 
trary  the  foie  Good  of  the  Publick,  in  the 
Prefervation  of  human  Kind,  has  ever  been 
my  only  Views ;  in  the  Purfuit  of  which  up¬ 
right  Intentions,  fhould  I  meet  with  any  un¬ 
generous  Returns,  or  unnatural  Perfection 
(as  I  have  too  often  experienced  in  fame  of 
my  other  Undertakings,  which  certainly  would 
have  proved  very  beneficial  to  the  Commu¬ 
nity,  had  I  not  met  with  unparallelled  Ob- 
ftructions  therein)  I  fliall  not  repine  at  it  io 
far,  as  it  affedts  my  perfonal  Concerns  only, 
but  can  glory  in  fo  good  a  Caufe,  and  at  the 
fame  Time  look  down  with  Companion  on 
the  Bafenefs  of  Mankind,  and  pity  the  dege¬ 
nerate  Age  in  which  we  live. 

As  I  have  ftridily  adhered  to  Fadts,  de¬ 
duced  from  Experiments  on  thefe  Hyde 
Spaw  Waters,  I  think  my  Impartiality  will 
more  confpiciipufly  appear,  when  I  here  in  a

7/Tr  ®eltenham,  fix  Miles  from  Glucejler ,  and  feventeen  from 
Worcejler, ^juftly  challenges  the  Preference  of  all  the  Puroing 
Waters  of  England  of  this  Clafs.  It  rifes  out  of  a  Sandy  Soil, 
t  e  ame  on  which  the  Town,  and  all  two  Miles  about  it 
tanas  j  the  Situation  is  elevated,  therefore  dry  and  pleafano 
yet  moll  fruitful,  hence  a  plentiful  Produd  of  all  Things" 
rreceflary  for  Life  and  innocent  Pleafures.  This  Market  Town 
lies  only  two  Miles  from  the  lovely  Quids  of  Oxford/hire,  hmh 
charming  HiHs,  richly  cloathed  with  much  fweet  Grafs,  Herds, 
ana  Mocks,  a  moll  extenfive,  beautiful  Profped  by  Sea  and 
-Land  a  dry,  thm,  pure,  healthy  Air,  ft  for  Pleafure  and 
jjiverfions  all  the  Summer.  A  little  South  of  the  Town,  is 
a  lmad Alcent,  under  whofe  Sand  is  a  llrong  thick  blue  Clay 
or  Marie  ;  here  is  a  Clofe  where  an  ouzing  flow  Spring  was 
long  obferyed  which  fpread  a  few  Yards  on  the  Surface,  and 
then  evamlhedj  to  this  came  dally  feteral  Flocks  of  Pio-eons,- 
which  one  Mr.  Mafon  taking  Notice  of,  and  having  fomeLand-

it  was  fold  medicinally  till  1721,  that  a  very  worthy  and  inge- 

mous  Gentleman  took  a  Lea fe  of  It  at  61  Lper  Ann .  After  the 
Death  of  Mr.  Mafon  and  his  Son,  it  fell  to  Capt .  Henry  Skelliecom 
tne  pretent  Proprietor  and  PoiTelfor,  in  Right  of  his  Lady,  MrP 
Majori  s  Daughter,  who  coming  to  it  in  Summer  1738,  has  built 
two  large  Lately  Rooms  for  the  Drinkers,  befides  feveral  other 
Dosver.^naes ,  scared  the  Spring  from  all  extraneous  Matters, 
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Judicious  to  determine  which  of  them  is  the 
mod  meritorious  of  the  two. 

( 1)  To  my  own  Knowledge  I  believe  I  may- 
very  fafely  fay3  that  the  ekftic  fEtherial  Mi¬ 
neral  Spirits  have  never  been  extracted  from 
the  Cheltenham  Waters  5  I  fhaii  therefore  pafs 

over 


covered  it  over  with  a  Shade,  and  laid  a  pretty  large  Court 
about  it  of  Freeftone,  and  built  a  Shade  round  the  Court  to  the 
Wall,  and  made  curious  Gravel  Walks,  &c.  and  goes  on  Hill 
to  improve  it,  being  a  Gentleman  of  the  greateft  Integrity, 
Tender  nefs,  Humanity  and  Benevolence  ;  who  courts  Opportu¬ 
nities  of  fhewing  Companion,  and  doing  good  Offices  to  the 
Aifbcled,  though  never  fo  needy  or  deftitute,  yet  poffieffed  of  an 
Efrate  that  renders  him  quite  independant  of  the  Profits  of  the 
Spaw.  All  below  the  Well  is  Clay  or  Marie  ;  for  though  great 
Quantities  have  been  dug  up  at  fever al  times;  to  five  or  fix  Feet 
deep,  yet  they  reached  no  other  Strata  of  Earth,  or  other  Out¬ 
breaks  oi  the  Water.  The  Spring  is  five  Feet  under  the  Surface, 
yet  the  Water  riles  up  exceeding  clear,  of  a  bitter  fait  Take, 
weighs  as  it  rifes  up  50  Grains  in  a  Pint  heavier  than  common 
Wa  ter,  but  encreafes  20  Grains  more  in  Weight,  by  handing 
a  little;  the  Spring  affords  only  35  Pints  in  an  Hour,  which 
is  fufficient  for  330  Drinkers.  The  neat  Stone  Receiver  being 
contrived  to  contain  all  its  Water  for  36  Hours;  it  has  a  clofe 
Board  Frame  and  Lock  over  it,  and  a  Pump  at  one  Corner,  to 
clear  off  the  collected  W ater  into  Bottles,  and  come  at  the  frelh 
Spring,  as  it  rifes  up.  It  is  drank  from  one  Pint  to  three,  and 
purges  powerfully,  being  a  very  Brine  of  Nitre,  and  the  only- 
one  yet  difeovered  in  all  the  Counties  whofe  Mineral  Waters  I 
have  examined  ;  hence  whil'd  other  Places  boafl  of  their  Purging 
Waters,  Cheltenham  has  juft  Caufe  not  to  envy,  but  glory  and 
triumph  over  them  all,  both  for  the  Richnefs,  Singularity,  and 
Succels  of  her  Waters,  according  to  the  Quality  and  Ufe  of 
them  in  fo  few  Years ;  which  I  cannot  exprefs  better  than  in 
the  Words  of  an  ingenious  Gentleman,  who  has  been  an  Eye- 
Witnefs  for  many  Years,  and  made  faithful  and  judicious  Ob- 
fervations  on  its  EfFeds,  No-v,  3,  1738.  “  Sir,  you  may  de¬ 

pend  upon  the  following-  Account,  being-  carefully  repeated 
Obi  ervations  of  my  own,  in  all  fcorbutick  Habits  of  Body, 
the  Waters  are  of  univerfal  Edeern  with  great  Juflice,  and 
will  cure  old  fcorbutick  Ulcers,  though  of  twenty  Years  Hand¬ 
ing,  even  in  the  Legs,  which  being  the  moil  depending  Part, 

E  tc  I  take 
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over  in  Silence  my  firft  Experiment,  without 
any  Companion  whatever. 

(2)  The  Cheltenham  -Water  did  not  retain 
its  Texture,  fo  long  as  that  of  the  Hyde  Spaw, 
related  Experiment  XL  the  former  yielding 
Precipitate  the  fifth  and  fixth  Day,  the  latter 

not 
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^  I  take  to  be  the  mod;  difficult.  Eryfipelas,  drumous  Inflame 
V  matrons  of  the  Eyes,  and  thole  tormenting  Pains  of  the  Hips 
4<  and  Lumber  Mufcles,  from  Lodgment  of  hot  corbutick 
64  Salts,  that  fuch  Numbers  of  People  are  fo  often  afflicted  with, 
“  and  feldom  cured  in  any  otlier  Place.  In  the  Gravel  it  is 
very  ferviceable,  by  cooling,  and  waffling  the  urinary  Paffages. 
In  Adhrnas  I  have  heard  it  much  praifed,  but  never  faw  it 
ufed  in  that  Cafe.  It  never  fails  to  give  a  keen  Appetite, 
and  if  drank  at  the  Spring,  immediately  pumped  up,  it  gives 
great  Life  and  Chearfulnefs  to  the  Spirits.  Tho’  the  Vulgar 
drink  it  in  large  Quantities,  yet  from  half  a  Pint  to  a  Quart 
daily  is  fufficient  for  any  Condi  tution  ;  a  Pint  drank  at  Bed-, 
time,  will  lie  quiet  (that  would  purge  in  two  Hours  in  the 
Morning)  is  eafily  fet  agoing  next  Morning  with  a  moderate 
Dofe.

I  cannot  here  omit  fome  Things  more  remarkable,  which  I 
have  not  obferved  in  any  other  Clafs,  as  1 .  Its  greater  Exemption 
from  gritty  coarfe  Earth  and  Sand  ;  having  only  a  little  fubtile 
fine  impalpable  aicaline  Earth  rnixt  with  its  Salt.  2.  The 
quicker  and  eafier  chrydalize  immediately  in  a  drong  Lixivium, 
as  in  one  Night,  by  the  Water  thrown  out  of  a  Glafs  or  Mug  • 
at  the  Spring  the  Salts  chrydalize  prefently  like  clear  trafparent 
Ice  on  the  Pavers,  and  Sides  of  the  Well,  3.  The  Chrydala 
hand  longed  in  the  open  Air  of  any  Sal  mlcarium  I  have  met  with, 
fo  that  1  have  had  them  dand  feveral  very  rainy  Seafons,  not 
moid  or  liquified  in  the  lead.  4.  Its  Salts  are  not  only  the 
jittered  I  have  tailed,  but  indead  of  cooling  and  chilling  the 
Mouth  and  Tongue,  like  other  Nitre,  they  warm  and  give  a 
Glow,  fome  what  like  Marine  Salt.  -  Though  the  Chrydak, 
like  other  Nitre,  will  not  ferment  in  the  lead  with  Marine  Salt 
qr  Alum,  even  in  the  dronged  Acid  Spirits,  yet  the  Water  fer¬ 
ments  the  mod  violently  with  them,  and  turns  Syrup  of  Violets 
the  deeped  and  fooned  green  of  any,  efpecially  when  the  Water 
is:  Apt,  for  then  twenty  Drops  of  the  Spirits  put  to  a  Spoonful 
qi  W  ater,  makes  it  foam  and  hid.  The  Water  was  warmed 

in. 
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not  till  the  Twelfth ;  but  as  thefe  Experi¬ 
ments  were  made  in  London ,  on  the  belt  of 
both  Sorts  that  I  could  get,  yet  I  will  not  from 
hence  draw  any  Conclufions,  to  the  Disadvan¬ 
tage  of  Cheltenham ,  for  this  Reafon,  that  very 
probably  this  Water  had  been  feme  Months 
longer  in  Town,  than  that  from  the  Hyde 
Spaw,  which  perhaps  might  occafion  the  Dif- 
ference-. 

(3)  The  Hyde  Spaw  Waters  do  not  carry 
any  gritty,  coarfe  Earth  or  Sand  with  them* 
but  are  endued  with  a  fubtile  fine  impalpable 
alkaline  Earth,  as  evidently  appears  from  Ex¬ 
periment  XXXIII.  to  Experiment  XXXVIL 
fo  that  m  this  Point  the  Hyde  Waters  are 
fully  equal  to  thofe  of  Cheltenham ,  according 
to  Debtor  Short’s  Experiment ;  but  from  our 
Experiments  XXV.  to  XXXIII.  it  indifputably 
appears,  that  die  Hyde  Spaw  Waters  contain

in  a  Vial  well  corked,  and  inverted  in  a  Pan  of  Water  :  thus,  it 
aLo  turned  quickly  purple,  with  Solution  of  Silver,  and  an 
opac  Blood  Red  with  Campechy.  From  the  peculiar  Warmth 
ot  its  Salts  it  neither  chilis  the  Drinkers,  like  other  rich  nitrous 
Waters,  nor  heats  them,  like  thofe  impregnated  with  Marine 
Salts.  6.  This  Water  operates  with  the  greatell  Bafe  of  any 
Purging  Waters,  being  never  attended  with  Gripes,  Tenefmus 
or  Straining  at  Stool.  7.  It  mod  effedually  and  powerfully 
cleanies  the .  Uropceia  from  Sand,  Sludge,  and  (mall  Stones, 
Witnout  leaving  its  own  coarfe  Earth  in  the  Blood  or  Paffages 
to  the  Foundation  of  a  frefh  Fit.  What  a  noble  rich  nitrous 
Water,  with  a  fine  healthy  clear  Air  and  dry  Situation  can  do, 
tor  Recovery  or  Preservation  of  Health,  may  be  expected  here;

four  Grains  of  Sabs  moie  in  cacii  Qumt 
of" Water,  which  certainly  mull  give  them 
greatly  the  Advantage,  being  fo  much  better, 
as  the  Difference  of  the  Quantity  of  Salt  in 
which  thev  exceed. 

(4)  The  Salts  from  the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters 
are  as  eafily  obtained,  and  in  the  fame  Man¬ 
ner  as  from  the  Cheltenham  Waters,  according 
to  Dr.  Short’s  Relation  of  them,  as  ^  will  ap¬ 
pear  by  Experiments  the  XXXIV.  XXV I.  and 

XXXI. 

(5)  That  our  Hyde  Spaw  faline  Chryftals- 
will  equal,  and  Hand  as  long  in  the  open  Air 
as  the  Cheltenham  Chryftals  did  with  Dcdtor 
Short,  is  beyond  Difpute,  and  fufficiently 
verified  by  Experiment  XXVI.  for  the 
ftrongeft  vitrioiine  Acids  cannot  any  ways  af¬ 
fect  it ;  the  natural  Confequence  follows,  that 
the  much  weaker  one,  contained  in  the  A11 

mult  leave  it  untouched. 

(6)  The  Hyde  Salts  have  exactly  the  fame 
Tafte,  as  thafe  related  by  Dodtor  Short  of  the 
Cheltenham  Salts. 

(7)  Not  the  leaft  Ferment  or  EfFervefcence 
enfues  with  the  Hyde  Salts,  and  the  ftrongeft 
Acids,  as  is  common  to  maunc  oalt  and  Aium, 
but  are  in  every  Refped  equal  to  what  Dodtor  1 
Short  has  obferved  of  the  Cheltenham  Salts,  as  1 
proved  by  Experiment  XXVI. 

(8)  That  the  Hyde  Waters  caufe  a  Ferment 
with  the  concenterated  vitriol  Acids,  like  thofe 
of  Cheltenham,  according  to  Dodtor  Short’s 

Trial,  is  proved  by  Experiment  V. 

(9)  Dodtor 
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(9)  Doctor  Short  relates,  £  That  the  CheU 
c  tenhatn  Water  was  warmed  in  a  Vial,  well 
c  corked,  and  inverted  in  a  Pan  of  Water \ 
c  thus  it  alio  turned  quickly  Purple,  with  So- 
*  lution  of  Silver,  and  an  Opac  Blood  Red 
c  with  Campechy.’  I  have  with  thofe  Ingre¬ 
dients,  and  in  the  fame  Manner,  tried  the 
Hyde  Spaw  Water,  and  find  them  fully  an- 
fwer  in  every  Refpect  with  the  juft-mentioned 
Experiments  of  the  Cheltenham  Waters. 

(10)  The  Cheltenham  Waters  cold,  in  Dodor 
Short's  Trials,  with  Solution  of  Silver,  turned 
milky  •  thefe  of  the  Hyde  Spaw  did  the  fame, 
as  appears  by  Experiment  XXII.  * 

(11)  With  Spirit  of  Salts  the  Cheltenham 
fparkles  much,  Experiment  III.  with  Hyde 
W; ater  anfwers  the  fame  in  full  Extent.  * 

(12)  Dodor  Short  obtained  a  white  Sedi¬ 
ment  with  Oil  of  Tartar  from  the  Cheltenham  ; 
we  did  the  fame  from  the  Hyde  Spaw  Water, 
Experiment  XL  * 

(13)  Galls  change  the  Cheltenham  Water 
to  a  muddy  green  Colour ;  the  Hyde  Water 
was  in  like  Manner  affeded  with  Powder  of 
Galls,  as  proves  by  Experiment  XVI.  * 

(14)  The  Cheltenham  Spaw  turns  milky 
with  Sugar  of  Lead,  and  of  a  Pearl  Colour 
with  fublimate  Mercury  ;  the  fame  Effed  is 
produced  on  the  Hyde  Water,  as  appears  in 
Experiment  XIX.  and  XX.  * 

(15)  Logwood  tinges  the  Cleltenham  Wa¬ 
ters  of  a  Claret  Amber  Colour  •  but  thefe  of 
the  Hyde  Spaw  are  changed  by  it  into  a  deep 

beautiful 
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beautiful  falling  Claret  Colour,  without  any 
Sedijment  whatever,  which  Oil  of  Vitriol  is 
not  able  to  eradicate,  as  appears  from  Expe¬ 
riment  iXV  11.  and  Xvili.  which  fufhoently 
proves  the  Superiority  this  mdifputably  has 
over  that  of  Cheltenham  i  * 

( 16)  By  Spirits  of  Hartfhorn  the  Clelten- 
ham  Waters  are  changed  into  a  Pearl  Colour  ; 
but  thefe  of  the  Hyde  Spaw  are  turned  very 
milky  by  the  fame  Spirit,  as  may  be  feen  in 
Experiment  IX.  * 

(17)  On  Trial  it  will  be  evidently  mam- 
fefi,  chat  the  Phcenominons  of  the  relpedlive 
Experiments,  will,  with  an  equal  Quantity  of 
the  Hyde  SpaVv  Water,  appear  confiderably 
ftronger  than  in  the  Cheltenham  Water  ;  it 
would  therefore  give  me  infinite  Satisfaction, 
if  any  Perfon  will  make  thefe  Experiments 
on  both  Waters,  at  one  and  the  fame  Time. 

Thus  we  fee,  that  all  and  every  individual 
Experiment  that  poffibly  can  be  made,  plainly 
and  indisputably  proves,  that  the  Hyde  Wa¬ 
ters  are  not  only  of  the  felf-fame  Nature  and 
Qualities,  with  thole  of  Cheltenham ,  but  that 
thefe  of  our  Hyde  Spaw  poflefies  more  of  the 
falutary  Contents,  than  thofe  of  Cheltenham . 

Uudoubtedly  the  Cheltenham  Waters  have 
manifefted  themfelvestobeof  excellent  Virtues  - 
but  as  the  Hyde  Spaw  is  of  the  very  fame  Na¬ 
ture  (and  perhaps  the  Mother  Spring)  and

contains 
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contains  at  leaft  four  Grains  of  Salt  more  in 
each  Quart,  (which  is  a  couiiderable  Inereafe) 
it  is  hut  juft  to  prefer  them  before  the  Cbelten - 
bam  Waters  5  and  this  considerable  Difference 
has  confpicuoufly  appeared,  to  thofe  that  have 
ufed  both  the  Cheltenham  and  Hyde  Spaw 
Waters.  / 

T  he  Hyde  Waters  contain  lefs  Alkaline  Earth 
than  the  Cheltenham ,  and  undoubtedly  they  are 
the  better  for  it,  becaufe  it  renders  the  Union 
of  this  Water  concrete,  more  intimate,  folid, 
and  lafting  ;  but  as  this  Earth  in  either  of  the 
W  aters  is  fo  little,  it  poffibly  cannot  be  of  any 
medicinal  Service,  we  may  therefore  part 
with  it,  particularly  when  it  is  a  Bar  in  their 
Way,  and  is  more  beneficial  to  keep  fo  much 
oi  it  only,  as  is  neceffary  to  give  a  Texture  to 
the  Salts. 

As  there  very  villbly  appears,  a  brifkerfEthe- 
rial  Spirit  in  the  Hyde  Waters,  than  in  thofe  of 
Cheltenham ,  which  I  find  no  Caufe  to  wonder 
at,  becaufe  from  the  Nature  of  Things  it  deems 
to  me,  that  the  Cheltenham  Spring  is  but  a 
Branch  or  String  of  the  original  main  lub- 
terraneous  Current,  and  that  certainly  the 
Hyde  Spaw  Spring  contains  more,  if  not  wholly 
\n  Poffeffion  of  this  intire  Current, 

The  luperior  and  ftronger  Dye  that  Logwood 
emits  in  the  Hyde  Spaw  Water,  plainly  manifefts 
(and  would  fingly  be  a  fufficient  Proof,  were  we 
Seoarr  dofethers)  that  this  medicinal  faline  Wa¬ 
fer  concrete  is  (i)  more  intimate  in  Union, 

(  2)  that  it  contains  nothing  deftruftive  to  this 
ialutary  Union,  (3)  that  it  is.  more  elementa¬ 
rily 
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rily  rarified,  (4)  that  its  Alkaline  Earth  is  more 
fnhtile  and  fine,  and  (5)  the  Salts  are  more 
powerfully,  and  better  concreted  in  Nature’s 
Alembic,  tlian  thofe  in  the  Cheltenham  Wa¬ 
ters. 

Spirit  of  Hartfihorn,  which  turns  the  Chelten¬ 
ham  of  a  Pearl,  but  our  Hyde  W ater  of  a  very 
milky  Colour,  is  another  unexceptionable  Evi¬ 
dence  in  its  Favour,  becaufe  the  oily  Part  of 
this  urinous  Alkaiy  inftanta.neou.fly  unties  the 
Salts  from  its  watery  Vehicle,  and  fets  it  at 
■Liberty  for  Addon;  hence  it  is  that  this  Water 
in  a  leffer  Bulk,  operates  more  mildly  than 
thofe  of  Cheltenham  ;  for  when  the  Stomach  is 
obliged  to  difengage  the  purging  Particles  from 
the  Vehicle  they  are  contained  in,  byDigeftion, 
.then  Gripes,  'Tenefmus ,  and  other  'melancholy 
Incan veniencies  enfue. 

The  many  other  additional  medicinal  Bene¬ 
fits,  we  receive  by  the  Superiority  of  the  Hyde 
Spaw,  I  final!  fully  demonftrate  in  Part  IV.  as 
a  more  proper  Place  for  this  Purpofe. 

1  fhall  not  dwell  any  longer  here  on  this 
Subjed,  nor  take  any  Advantage  of  fuch  Ex-* 
pe.riments,  as  D'odor  Short  has  not  made  on  the 
Cheltenham  W aters ;  but  that  thefe  of  the  Hvde 
Spaw  are  preferable  to  them,  evidently  and 
foperfluoufly  appears,  from  the  Fads  that  have 
been  related;  I  will  therefore  proceed  to  Part

Corollaries  and  Conclufions  from  the 
Experiments,  whereby  their  Virtues 
are  rendered  in  a  clear  Light* 

IT  is  from  Experirhents  only,  that  we  are 
able  to  judge,  and  determine  with  Certainty 
the  Nature,  Contents  and  Virtues,  of  the  Me¬ 
dicinal  Mineral  Waters ;  and  whoever  pre¬ 
fumes  to  take  this  Subjedt  in  Hand,  muft  ab¬ 
solutely  be  a  Matter  of  rational  Chemiftry,  eife 
he  bewilders  himfelf  into  fuch  a  Labyrinth, 
which  all  the  Helps  of  fpeculative  Clofet 
Learning  is  not  able  to  difentangle  him  from 
but  muft  be  for  ever  loft  in  his  Chaos  of  Con- 
lufion  ;  pretty  much  the  fame  Cafe  is  that  of 
the  Effayer,  in  thefePurfuits,  if  he,  in  his  che¬ 
mical  Syftem,  belongs  to  the  corpufcular  Par¬ 
ticle  Fadtion,  which  is  a  Party  in  Chemiftry 
that  dwell  upon  Figures,  Atoms,  and  occult 
Properties ;  but  all  this  Rare-fhow  Philofophy 
this  our  Subject  will  not  admit  of,  becauie 
Neceffity  requires  it  fhould  be  made  intelligi¬ 
ble,  by  reducing  and  proving  Fadts  from  Fadts  - 
and  if  this  moft  effential  Point  is  negledted’ 
it  will  remain  dark  and  hidden,  even  to  the 
occult  Profeifors  themfelves j  from  hence  it 

E  proceeded. 
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proceeded,  that  Mr.  Boyle  looked  upon  the 
Analization  of  Mineral  Water,  as  the  moft 
difficult  Part,  in  all  the  Art  of  Chemiftry ;  but 
the  Cloud  that  hung  over  this  Science  in 
his  Days,  is  now  happily  expelled,  and  thereby 
all  Difficulties  removed  ;  fo  that  we  are  now 
able  to  come  with  Certainty  at  the  true  Na¬ 
ture,  Contents  and  Virtues  of  thefe  fo  benefi¬ 
cial  Medicinal  Waters. 

Having  obferved  this  neceffary  Method,  in 
a  ftridt  Scrutiny  of  the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters, 
which  Experiments  I  have  related  in  Part  I. 
whereby  every  ingenious  Reader  (if  he  preafes) 
may  try  and  examine  thefe  Waters  himfelf, 

I  fhall  therefore  continue  my  Purfuit,  by  the 
v  fame  Rule,  in  the  ConfeSlaria  or  Corollaries , 
that  I  am  now  going  to  draw  from  the  faid 
Experiments,  for  the  Eftabliihment  and  Proof 
of  the  Nature,  Contents  and  Virtues  of  the 
HydeSpW,  which,  by  the  fame  Parity  of  Rea- 
fon,  will  render  him  a  fufficient  Judge,  that 
this  falubrious  Water  pofiefles  all  that  I  have 
related  of  it,  although  perhaps  he  may  not  be 
a  Matter  of  the  chemical  Science. 

Corollary  i.  The  elaftic  iEtherial  Mineral 
.  Spirits,  from  the  Hyde  Spaw  Water,  when  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  fiift  Experiment  obtained, 
prove  themfelves,  in  every  Refpedt,  to  be  of  a  , 
moft  healing  Quality,  and  do  not  retain  any 
noxious  Contents  whatever.  When  this  Me¬ 
thod  of  extracting  and  examining  the  volatile 
Spirits  of  the  Mineral  Waters  comes  to  be 
more  univerfally  known,  it  will  prove^  of  infinite 
Service,  particularly  as  there  are  fo  many  Wa- 
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ters  impregnated  with  heterogeneous  Efflu¬ 
viums  ;  hence  it  is,  that  many  of  the  Mineral 
Waters  are  fo  very  detrimental  to  the  Hediics  ; 
and  even  the  Setter  Waters,  although  fo  fa¬ 
mous  in  Confumptions,  are  not  exempted  from 
it,  and  is  ever  moft  dangerous  when  the  Pul - 
mom  are  affeded ;  but  we  may  fafely  con¬ 
clude  from  this  firft  Experiment,  that  the 
Hyde  Spaw  Water  is  good,  falutary,  and  be¬ 
nign  in  all  Ages  and  Conftitutions  without 
Exception,  even  if  the  Lungs  are  affeded ; 
becaufe  as  Ambergreafe  (  which  is  a  fine  Mi¬ 
neral  Ballam)  is  fuitable  to  all  in  every  Degree 
and  Stage  of  Life  •  it  is  natural  to  fuppofe, 
that  its  equal  Conftituent  is  endued  with  the 
lame  Qualities  ;  and  this  Suppofition  is  al¬ 
ready  confirmed,  by  the  great  Number  of 
Hedies,  that  have  made  Ufe  of  the  Hyde 
Spaw  Waters  without  any  ill  Confequences, 
although  their  Lungs  were  very  much  af¬ 
fected. 

Cor  oh  2.  That  this  Hyde  Spaw  Water  is  moft 
intimately  united  in  its  Texture,  is  verified  by 
Experiment  II.  XVII.  XVIII.  XXXIII.  and 
as  undoubtedly  in  the  Space  of  twelve  Days, 
in  the  open  Air,  in  the  Month  of  Augujl ,  a 
confiaerable  Part  of  the  Vehicle  Water  touft 
exhale,  and  fo  naturally  emit  a  Precipitate 
for  want  of  a  Vehicle  ;  likewife  as  this  Water 
increafes  fo  little  in  Weight,  by  Carriage,  from 
-the  Spring-head  to  this  Metropolis,  it  is  there¬ 
fore  manifeft,  beyond  Difpute,  that  the  Tex¬ 
ture  of  this  Water  is  extraordinary  Good,  and 

F  2  may 
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may  be  exported  to  any  Part  of  the  World, 
and  its  Virtues  preferved,  if  properly  fecured. 

Coral.  3.  That  this  Water  contains  an  Acid, 
and  this  Acid  diffolves  the  alkaline  Earth,  and 
Salts  it  contains,  and  unites  it  with  the  Ve- 
hide  Water,  and  renders  it  into  a  limpid  clear 
State,  as  we  receive  it,  is  made  evident  with 
Experiments  III.  IV.  V.  and  VI.  but  that 
the  Saturation  of  this  aquaous  Mixture  is 
come  to  a  very  exadt  Nicety,  is  obvious  from 
Experiment  VIII.  where  the  Oil  of  Vitriol 
inftantaneoufly  changes  the  green  'Colour, 
caufed  by  Syrup  of  Violets,  into  a  Red,  which 
could  not  have  been  done  by  the  Oil  of  Vi¬ 
triol,  in  cafe  this  Water  had  not  been,  in  the 
moft  exadt  Manner,  digefted  and  faturated, 
with  its  Ingredients,  by  Nature  in  the  fubter- 
raneous  Elaboratory :  And  it  is  no  lefs  re¬ 
markable,  that  the  Oil  of  Vitriol,  and  other 
Acids  are  fo  quickly  united  with  it,  fo  as  to 
be  hardly  perceptible  to  the  Senfes,  which 


plainly  indicates  its  mineral  lubricating  Oils, 
overpowering  thofe  corrofive  ones  j  therefore 
what  great  Things  may  we  not  expedt  from 
this  Water,  in  corredting  the  Juices  in  the  hu¬ 
man  Body  ? 

In  the  Purfuit  of  Experiment  V.  it  is  a 
manifelt  Proof,  that  there  is  no  Neceffity  for 
Steel  and  Sulphur  to  caufe  a  natural  Hot 
Bath,  becaufe  there  is  not  any  Steel,  Iron  or 
Sulphur  in  the  Hyde  Waters,  as  will  indifpu- 
tably  appear  from  thefe  Conclufions ;  fo  that 
none  of  thefe  received  Ingredients  can  poffi- 
bly  nave  a  Share  jn  this  pur  Experiment,  and 
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yet  we  fee  thofe  vulgar  Errors  (though  ra¬ 
tionally  refuted  *)  cannot  be  overcome  by  the 
Literati  of  the  prefent  Age.  One  hundred 
Years  ago  there  was  a  much  more  folid  and 
truer  Knowledge  on  this  Head  in  England,  than 
there  is  at  prefent,  witnefs  Dodor  French , 
who  gives  us,  in  his  Treatife  of  Diftillation, 
an  Account  of  a  natural  warm  Spring,  which 
he  purfued  with  digging,  in  order  to  exa¬ 
mine  the  Matter,  that  caufed  the  Hotnefs  to 
the  Water  j  and  after  carefully  paffing  through 
feveral  Glebes  and  Lays  of  earthy  Matter,  he 
came  at  laft  to  that,  that  would  caufe  a  Hot¬ 
nefs  in  any  common  Water,  by  beinsr  drained 
through  it :  This  Matter  he  plainly  defcribes, 
not  to  be  Iron  or  Sulphur ;  and  that  this 
was  the  true  and  only  Method,  to  come  at 
the  Knowledge  of  it,  is  certain  j  it  is  there¬ 
fore  a  little  furprifing,  that  a  long  known 
Truth  is  fo  much  forgot. 

All  Medicinal  Mineral  Waters,  of  every  De¬ 
nomination,  are  conceived  and  generated  in  the 
Bowels  of  the  Earth,  in  the  Manner  juft  re¬ 
lated  ;  and  to  form  a  right  Judgment,  'it  is  in¬ 
cumbent  on  every  Effayer  of  Mineral  Waters, 
to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  Lays  of  Earth, 
and  other  produdive  Matter,  under  the  Surface] 
which  Knowledge  cannot  be  attained  any  other 
Way,  than  by  Pradice;  and  as  the  Welch 
Mountains  plentifully  abound  in  Mineral  Wa¬ 
lters,  we  fhould  then  meet  with  founder  and 
tnorc  r  ational  Dodrine,  in  our  prelent  Subject, 
if  every  Writer  on  this  Head  did  but  examine

the  Lays  thefe  Waters  pafs  through,  and  in 
what  Manner  they  receive  the  Mineral  Con-* 
tents,  then  the  Picture  might  be  drawn  from 
the  very  Original. 

A  molt  ingenious  Writer  of  the  prefent  Age 
very  cunningly  tells  us,  when  he  fpeaks  of  the 
AcidumVagum ,  that  prevades  the  fubterraneous 
Caverns,  thus :  *  But  what  this  Acid  is,  whe- 
e  ther  Principle  or  Element,  they  cannot  telL 

4  But  whilfl  we  are  upon  the  Surface  of  the 

*  Globe,  we  cannot  fay  certainly  what  is  done 

*  in  its  Bowels ;  and  when  we  are  there,  we 
c  fhall  ceafe  judging  of  her  Operations 
Thus  far  our  Author  3  he  might  as  well  have 
told  us,  that  to  this  Acid  occult  Properties  were 
attributed,  and  he  would  equally  have  been 
intelligable,  particularly  as  he  did  not  take  up¬ 
on  him  to  mend  the  Matter. 

To  anfwer  then  the  firft  Queftion,  I  have 
long  fince  fully  and  experimentally  proved, 
that  this  Acid  in  the  Air,  call'd  Acidum  Vagum, 9 
is  a  Vitrioline  one,  and  the  very  fame  fare  and 
eafy  Procefs,  I  have  laid  down  for  extracting 
this  Acid  from  the  Air,  may,  with  equal  Sne¬ 
eds,  be  performed  on  the  Air  and  Vapours  that 
pafs  through  the  fubteraoeous  Caverns  j  *  as 
to  the  Part  of  our  Ignorance  of  what  is  done 
in  the  Bowels  of  the  Earth,  is  a  grofs  Miftake, 
faecauie  a  rational  Miner  is  always  acquainted

with 
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with  the  Nature  of  the  Soil  he  works  In*  and 
has  certain  and  never-fading  Rules-,  to  guide 
himfelf  by  which  Rules  are  ftriftly  agree¬ 
able  to  the  true  Laws  of  Nature,  which  is  uni¬ 
form  and  every  where  the  fame  ;  and  as  the 
Currents  of  Medicinal  Mineral  Waters  are  ne¬ 
ver  (or  at  leaft  very  feldom)  fo  far  from  the 
Surface,  as  the  Mineral  Oars  generally  are,  there¬ 
fore  as  there  are  the  fame  unerring  Rules,  to 
guide  the  Mineral- Water  Effayer  by,  it  muft 
be  ftrange  indeed,  if  he  ftiould  lofe  his  Road, 
that  has  greatly  the  Ihorteft,  eafieft  and  moft 
beaten  Way  to  traveL 

Cord .  4,  The  green  Colour,  the  Syrup  of 
Violets  ftrikes  with  the  Hyde  Spaw  Water, 
according  to  Experiment  VII.  is  owing  to  the 
fmall  Quantity  of  alkaline  Earth  it  contains, 
for  it  is  poffible  that  a  fmall  Quantity  of  alka¬ 
line  Earth  can,  in  its  own  Nature,  operate  and 
ftrike  a  green  Colour  with  this  Syrup,  when 
a  greater  Part  of  alkaline  Salts  is  not  able  to  do 
it  |  becaufe  the  latter  are  clogged  in  the  Solu¬ 
tion,  and  require  a  Bulk  of  their  own,  before 
they  can  be  able  to  come  into  Contact  of 
ACtion ;  but  as  the  former  are  in  fmall  Atoms 
imperceptable  to  the  naked  Eye,  diffufed  thro* 
the  Water,  in  an  unentangled  Manner,  they 
plainly  fhew  forth  of  what  Nature  they  are,  fo 
foon  as  the  Criterion  can  affedt  them. 

That  there  is  but  very  little  Power  in  the 
alkaline  Earth  this  Water  contains,  is  obvious 
from  Experiment  VIII.  where  the  alkaline

Nature 
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Nature  in  a  Moment  yields  to  the  Acid,  and 
at  the  fame  Time  corroborates  what  has  been 
before  afferted,  viz.  that  the  final!  Quantity  of 
alkaline  Earth  is  the  Cattle  of  this  green  Colour^ 
for  did  it  proceed  from  alkaline  Salts,  it 
would  caufe  an  Effervefcenee,  with  the  Oil  of 
Vitriol ;  but  as  it  mixes  in  the  eafieft  and  readieft 
Manner  with  it,  and  thews  the  Superiority  of 
the  Acids,  by  changing  the  green  into  a  red 
Colour,  which  would  not  happen,  were  alka¬ 
line  Salts  in  this  Mixture. 

This  green  colour’d  Phenomenon  is  alfo 
produced  with  Syrup  of  Violets  and  Chalybeate 
Waters ;  but  it  proceeds  in  that  Mixture  from 
a  quite  different  Caufe,  than  what  is  mention’d 
here*  which  1  have  fully  explained  in  another 
Place 

Carol,  y.  The  Trials  and  Examinations  with- 
volatile  and  fixed  Alkalies,  as  related  in  Experi¬ 
ments  IX.  X.  XI.  XII.  and  XIII.  are  no  more 
than  corroborating  Proofs  of  what  has  been 
already  advanced,  as  Principles  of  thefe  Wa¬ 
ters,  viz.  that  the  Acid  is  the  uniter  of  their 
feveral  Contents,  fuch  as  Salts,  Earth,  &c. 
to  the  Vehicle  Water,  which  being  over¬ 
power’d  by  the  Alkaly,  this  Union  and  Texture 
is  deftroyed,  and  the  Earth  precipitates  in  her 
natural  Colour  ;  it  is  therefore  alfo  agreeable 
to  the  Laws  of  Nature,  that  when  an  Acid  in 
added  to  it,  agreeable  to  Experiment  XV.  that 
it  fhould  reaflume  its  former  limpid  Clearnefs,

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but  when  this  alkaline  Earth  is  obtained,  hv  a 
Precipitation  per  fey  by  ftanding  as  related 
Experiment  II.  then  the  Effervefcence,  with 
ftrong  Acids  is  not  near  fo  great,  as  that  men¬ 
tioned  by  Dodor  Short ,  on  the  precipitated 
Earth,  out  of  the  Cheltenham  Water,  with  Al¬ 
kalies ;  hence  it  is  plain,  that  it  contains  nei¬ 
ther  Alkalies  or  Acids  fo  much,  as  can  be  detri¬ 
mental  to  any  Confiitution  whatever. 

Cor  oh  6.  1  hat  the  Salts  of  the  Hyde  Spaw 
Waters,  contain  a  native  Sal  Ammoniac,  is  ma- 
nifeftly  verified  by  Experiments  XIV.  XV. 
XXII.  and  XXXVIII.  becaufe  ( 1 )  it  is  owing 
to  the  native  Sal  Ammoniac,  that  this  Water, 
with  Spirits  of  Hartfhorn,  and  Oil  of  Vitriol, 
turns  Red.  (2)  Of  all  Salts,  none  is  obtain¬ 
able  with  all  its  Parts,  and  Contents  perfect, 
by  Infpifation,  and  Sublimation,  fave  that  of 
the  Ammoniac  Genus  3  and  (3)  no  other 
Salts  than  that  of  the  Sal  Ammoniac  Kind, 
wall  turn  fmelted  Glafs  for  a  fliort  Time  Red  : 
Lienee  it  is  an  undeniable  Fad,  that  native 
Sal  Ammoniac,  makes  up  a  great  Part  of  the 
Hyde  Salts. 

^  CoroL *  7.  I  am  not  only  of  the  fame  Opi¬ 
nion  witJti  Dodor  Short  on  the  Experi¬ 
ments  with  Mercurii  Sublimate,  that  the  fame 
can  be  of  but  very  little  Service,  for  the  pro¬

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lution  whatever ;  becaufe  it  is  experienced* 
that  one  Metal  will  precipitate  another,  both 
in  a  fufed,  and  with  a  Menftruum,  in  a  dif- 
folved  State :  Hence  it  is  manifeft,  no  Streis 
can  be  laid  on  thefe  Experiments  ^  for  at  the 
belt,  they  can  do  no  more  than  precipitate 
the  alkaline  Earth,  that  is  detained  in  the  Wa¬ 
ters.  But  as  thofe  of  Cheltenham  were  tried* 
with  thefe  Ingredients,  Neceffity  demanded,  I 
{liould  do  the  fame  with  the  Hyde  Spaw,  and 
that  the  latter  appeared  in  every  Refpedt 
equal  with  the  firft,  is  largely  let  forth  in 
Part  II.  where  the  Experiments  of  both  Wa¬ 
ters  are  ftridtly  compared,  and  thus  the  End 
is  fully  obtained,  that  I  have  aimed  at  in  thefe 
Trials. 

CoroL  S.  That  this  Hyde  Water  contains 
all  the  falutary,  and  fanative  Qualities,  that 
has  been  difcovered  in  the  celebrated  Setters 
Water,  is  evident  from  Experiment  XVI.  and 
XXIII.  as  will  more  fully  appear,  in  comparing 
the  Trials  on  the  Hyde  Spaw,  with  thofe  made 
on  the  Setters  Water  *  >  and  that  the  former 
are  happily  destitute  of  all  heterogeneous 
Contents,  that  are  found  with  thofe  of  the 
latter,  has  been  fufficiently  taken  Notice  of 
in  Corollary  i.  and  therefore  may  juftly  chal¬ 
lenge  the  Pre-eminence. 

CoroL  9.  The  alkaline  Earth  in  the  Hyde 
Water,  is  of  a  fine  light  fubtle  Texture,  and 
no  ways  endued  with  cauftic  Concomitants, 
(too  frequent  the  Companion  of  Alkalies)  as  ap™

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pears  by  Experiment  XXII.  XXXV.  XXXVL 
XXXVII.  in  particular  ought  we  to  regard, 
that  as  the  boiling  Motion,  is  able  to  move  it  fo 
eafily, certainly  the  AnimalConcoCtion  can,  with¬ 
out  any  Difficulty,  transfer  it  to  the  laCteal  Vef- 
fels  for  mod:  Poifons  do  the  Mifchief  by  their 
Ponderofity  :  Here  let  it  be  remarked,  that 
Practitioners  inPhyfick,  ought  to  be  extremely 
cautious  in  the  Ufe  of  Mercurials ;  but  as  the 
Magijl er turns ,  fuch  as  Materia  Perlatey  Ma¬ 
gi  jlenum  Zwelffeniy  Magnejia  Alburn^  and  ma¬ 
ny  others  of  the  fame  Clafs,  are  juftly  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  Practice  of  Phyfick  ;  it  is  there¬ 
fore  neceffary  to  obferve,  that  the  white  Earth 
of  the  Hyde  Water,  is  greatly  preferable  to  all 
the  like  artificial  Preparations  5  becaufe  this 
Earth  proves  itfelf  to  be  a  natural  Magifte- 
nuiriy  and  in  thefe  Cafes,  Nature  always  ex¬ 
cels  Art  3  for  this  Reafon  I  would  recommend, 
that  the  wafte  Water  fhould  all  be  faved,  and 
the  Earth  precipitated  out  of  it,  which  for 
its  medicinal  Virtues,  would  be  far  fuperior  to 
the  celebrated  white  Magnefia,  fo  effectually 
ufed  by  young  Children,  in  abforbing  all  acid 
Crudities  in  the  Prima  Vice, 

Corel .  10.  The  Salts  of  the  Hyde  Spaw  Wa¬ 
ters,  are  in  their  proper  Denomination  Sal 
Enixum  Ammoniac .  Nativiiy  or  (to  be  more 
generally  underftood)  a  neutral  Salt,  with  na¬ 
tive  Ammoniac ,  and  that  this  is  the  only  na¬ 
tural  and  true  Name  that  can  be  given  to 
thefe  Salts,  fufficiently  appears  from  what  has 
been  already  faid  in  Corollary  6.  where  the 
native  Ammoniac,  with  infallible  Experi- 
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merits,  is  difcovered,  and  the  Enixum ,  or  neu¬ 
tral  Salt,  is  indifputably  proved  by  Experi¬ 
ment  XXVII.  XXVIII.  XXIX.  of  which 
choice  fait  Mixture,  very  few  Springs  have 
the  Honour  to  boaft.  And  as  native  Ammo¬ 
niac  and  Borax,  are  the  greateft  Reftorers,  of 
all  the  fait  Species  to  a  decayed  Conftitution, 
or  fuch  a  one,  as  has  been  injured  by  De¬ 
baucheries,  that  are  known  :  It  is  therefore 
no  Wonder,  that  in  a  Letter  to  Dodor  Short 
the  Cheltenham  Water  is  accounted  a  great  Pro¬ 
voker  to  V enery. 

The  Saits  in  our  Hyde  'Spaw,  being  of  the 
felf-fame  Genus  and  Species,  with  thofe  in  the 
Cheltenham  Waters,  which  by  Dodor  Short 
are  pronounced  to  be  a  Nitre ,  in  which  Point 
I  muft  entirely  diffent  from  him  ;  becaufe  I 
am  well  allured,  from  experimental  Examina¬ 
tions,  that  not  any  Nitre,  antient  or  modern, 
is  to  be  found  in  either  of  thefe,  or  any  other 
Mineral  Waters,  Another  late  anonymous 
Author  'f  inlifts  ftrenuoufly,  and  perempto¬ 
rily,  upon  the  Exigency  of  Nitre  in  Mineral 
Waters ;  but  as  wTe  are  all  liable  to  Miftakes, 
it  is  therefore  not  only  our  Chri'ftian,  but 
alfo  moral  Duty,  to  redify  the  Miftakes  and 
Errors  of  our  Brethren,  particularly  when 
they  tend  to  the  Prejudice  of  our  Fellow  Crea-* 
tures,  which  I  take  to  be  the  .prefent  Cafe  j 
and  as  my  real,  and  indeed  only  Defign,  is,  to 
promote  true  and  ufeful  Knowledge,  I  hope,

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by  my  Zeal,  I  fhall  not  lofe  the  good  Opi¬ 
nion  of  my  generous  Friend  Doctor  Shorty 
as  I  fincerely  promife,  that  I  will  be  corrigi¬ 
ble  for  every  Error  I  commit ;  on  which  I 
will  prefume,  without  further  Hefitation, 
candidly  to  give  the  Reafons  for  my  Diflent, 
from  whence  the  Impoffibility  of  antient  and 
modern  Nitre,  in  Mineral  Waters  will  fully 
appear. 

(1)  The  Name  Nitre  belongs  at  prefent  in- 
tirely  to  Salt  Petre  ;  and  whenever  that  Name 
or  Word  is  made  ufe  of,  it  cannot  be  under- 
flood  for  any  thing  elfe,  but  Salt  Petre. 

(2)  It  is  more  intelligible  to  call  a  purging 
Salt,  a  neutral  Salt,  becaufe  it  is  really  fuch  a 
one ;  and  as  Nitre  intirely  belongs  to  Salt  Pe¬ 
tre,  it  therefore  muft  caule  a  Confufion  to 
call  it  by  that  Name. 

(3)  It  is  certain  beyond  Difpute,  that  Salt 
Petre  is  the  modern  Nitre ;  but  I  have  more 
fully  obferved  in  another  Place  *,  that  it  is 
for  ever  impoffible  to  expedl  to  find  it  in  Mi¬ 
neral  Waters. 

(4)  As  the  Nitre  of  the  Antients  is  not 
known  in  thefe  our  Days,  it  is  not  poffible 
to  fay  what  it  was,  and  perhaps  it  may  be 
intirely  loft. 

(5)  There  is  greater  Reafon  to  fuppofe, 
from  what  is  related  of  it,  that  the  antient 
Nitre  was  a  factious  Salt,  and  not  a  native 
one,  as  our  deeply  learned  Author  miftakenly 
imagines.

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(6)  The  Effects  and  Qualities  of  the  an- 
tient  Nitre,  as  related  by  Pliny  and  others, 
are  Inch  as  do  not  in  any  Refped:  refemble 
thofe  we  meet  with  in  the  Salts  of  Mineral 
Waters. 

(7)  Two  Texts,  out  of  holy  Scripture, 
from  Prov.  xxv.  ver.  20.  and  Jerem.  xi.  ver. 
22.  are  quoted  in  Support  of  antient  Nitre  in 
BJineral  Waters ;  but  whatever  our  inimita¬ 
ble  Author  means,  or  aims  at,  by  thefe  fa- 
cr  ed  Quotations,  I  am  really  at  a  Lofs  to 
guefs,  becaufe  both  Paffages  are  intirely  again  ft 
him,  and  fully  for  our  Purpofe  proves,  that 
the  Nitre  of  the  Antients,  has  not  any  Man¬ 
ner  of  Refemblance  with  the  Salts  in  Mi¬ 
neral  Waters  5  but  to  make  this  more  plain, 
I  am  obliged  to  give  both  Texts  in  their  full 
Length ;  at  Prov.  xxv.  ver.  20.  it  is  thus. 
As  he  that  taketh  away  a  Garment  in  cold  Wea¬ 
ther^  and  as  Vinegar  upon  Nitre  ;  fo  is  he  that 
fingeth  Songs  to  a  heavy  Heart.  That  this 
Paifage  has  not  any  Inference  with  the  Salts 
in  Mineral  Waters,  is  manifeft,  becaufe  Vi¬ 
negar,  and  the  whole  Acid  Tribe,  have  not 
any  Effects  upon  the  purging  Mineral  Water 
Salts,  as  is  certain  from  innumerable  Experi¬ 
ments,  but  is  very  applicable  to  Salt  Petre, 
the  modern  Nitre  5  becaufe  this  Salt,  as  a  na¬ 
tural  Cooler,  becomes  more  fo  by  the  Addi¬ 
tion  of  Vinegar,  and  other  Acids  ,  hence  that 
known  chemical  Experiment,  of  generating 
Snow  and  Ice  in  a  warm  Climate,  is  perform¬ 
ed  y  fo  that  there  is  great  room  to  believe, 
ourv  facred  Author  of  the  Proverbs,  could 

mean

mean  no  other  than  our  prefent  Sait  Pet  re, 
when  he  fpeaks  of  Nitre,  and  not  a  meer  fan¬ 
cied  one  in  Mineral  Waters. 

The  fecond  Paflage,  Jer .  xi.  22.  is  thus : 

For  though  thou  wajh  thee  with  Nitre ,  and  take 
thee  much  Soap ,  yet  thine  Iniquity  is  marked 
before  me^faid  the  Lord  God.  That  our  Mine¬ 
ral  Water  Salts,  have  no  Connexion  with  the 
Nitre ,  the  holy  Prophet  fpeaks  of,  is  clear,  be- 
caufe  thefe  Salts  are,  in  no  RefpeCt,  fit  for 
wafhing  and  cleanfing,  but  juft  diametrically 
oppofite  ;  nor  can  the  Mineral  Water  Salts  be 
render’d  fopenacious,  by  any  Calcination,  with¬ 
out  the  Addition  of  Charcoal  mixt  with  it ; 
and  then  the  Queftion  wfill  remain  yet  to  be 
decided,  Whether  that  fmall  Quantity  of  Lee 
Salt,  that  is  obtained  by  fuch  Calcination,  pro¬ 
ceeds  not,  fingly,  and  entirely,  from  the  Char¬ 
coals,  that  were  ufed  in  this  Operation  ?  But 
by  applying  our  Salt  Petre,  or  modern  Nitre, 
we  may  certainly  come  nearer  the  Prophet’s 
Meaning,  than  we  pofiibly  can  do  with  tor¬ 
turing,  or  raking  Conjectures  of  antient  Nitre , 
in  Mineral  Waters ;  becaufe  the  Lee  of  Salt 
Petre,  before  it  is  faturated  for  Chryftallization, 
is  as  fit  for  waftiing,  as  any  other  urinous  Lee 
whatever  ;  the  urinous  Nature,  before  Satura¬ 
tion,  being  predominant  in  the  Salt  Petre  Lee; 
and  after  Chryftallization,  Salt  Petre  may  be 
calcined,  without  any  Addition,  into  the  beft 
of  fopenacious  Salts;  fo  that  the  Qualities  the 
Prophet  demands  in  his  Nitre,  are  completely 
to  be  found  in  Salt  Petre,  and  not  the  meer 
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Shadow  of  an  analogical  Comparifon,  In  the 
Salts  of  Mineral  Waters. 

Thefe  are  my  Reafons  (which  I  truft  are 
fufficient)  for  not  allowing,  of  any  Nitre  in 
Mineral  Waters,  which  I  fhall  reft  fatisfied 
with,  till  more  convincing  ones  are  offered  me, 
and  then  I  will,  with  the  utmoft  Pleafure, 
give  them  up,  being  no  Bigot  to  my  own  Opi¬ 
nion.  But  it  may  perhaps  be  objected,  that 
the  Name  of  Neutral  is  too  general  a 
one,  to  thefe  Salts,  and  that  they  require  a 
more  particular  Defcription  :  Although  it  is 
plain,  from  what  has  been  already  faid,  in 
the  foregoing Diflertation,  that  theName  Nitre 
is  ftill  lefs  exprefiive  and  diftindive  to  thefe 
Salts,  and  cannot,  by  any  Means,  lay  the  leaft 
Claim  to  it,  yet,  for  Argument  fake,  I  will 
admit  the  Objedion,  but,  at  the  fame  Time, 
muft  advife  to  give  it  a  Name  peculiar  to  its 
Nature,  and  therefore  I  think  fit  to  call  it  Sal 
Enixum ,  with  adding  the  Name  of  the  next 
principal  Content  it  partakes  of,  to  it;  and  upon 
this  Footing,  I  have  very  juftly  called  the  Hyde 
Salts,  Sal  Enixum  Ammoniac .  Nativii ;  be- 
"caufe,  the  next  Part  to  the  neutral  Contents, 
in  thefe  Salts,  is  the  Native  Ammoniac,  moft 
in  Quantity ;  fo,  on  the  other  Hand,  if  the 
faline  Texture,  in  any  of  thefe  Salts,  is  of  a 
Bolar  or  Iron  Earth,  then  they  might  be  very 
juftly  call’d  Sal  Enixum  Bolarii ,  Sal  Enixum 
STerra  ferriiy  and  fo  vifce  verjicy  according  to 
their  Alteration ;  and  by  thefe  Means,  I  appre¬ 
hend;  we  fhall  come  to  the  true  Nature  of  the 
Salts  we  treat  oft 
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Coro!,  ii.  That  the  Salts  of  the  Hyde  Spaw 
Water  are  effectual  in  attracting  all  Manner 
of  Acids,  is  evident  from  Experiments  III, 
and  IV.  from  whence  we  may  juftly  conclude, 
what  has'  already  been  fo  fully  verified  by 
Facts,  viz.  that  thefe  faline  Waters  are  very 
efficacious  and  powerful  to  difcharge  all  acid 
Crudities,  and  fweeten  the  animal  Juices;  for 
as  they  fo  eafily  attract  the  Acid  in  an  open 
Veffel,  the  fame  attractive  Quality,  muft  in 
Confequence  be  more  powerful  and  confpicu- 
ous,  when  the  animal  Oeconomy  is  aiding 
and  affifiing  it,  by  which  Means  Health  and 
Vigour  is  conveyed  to  the  Solids.  As  the 
fizey  nephritic  Matter  generated  from  acid 
Crudities,  that  are  mixed  with  the  animal 
Juices,  are  always  found  deftitute  of  Saits ; 
and  for  want  of  difcharging  Salts,  turn  into 
perfect  opac  earthy  Concretes ;  therefore  by 
the  fame  Parity  of  Reafon,  all  this  fo  trou- 
blefome  nephritic  Matter,  may  be  attracted 
*  and  difcharged  by  a  continued  plentiful  Ufe 
of  thefe  faline  Waters,  without  the  leaft  In- 
conveniences  or  Danger  to  the  Veffels  they 
circulate  through,  which  I  fhall  more  fully 
illuflrate  in  Part  IV. 

Cor  oh  12.  From  the  Experiments  that  have 
been  made,  as  related  here,  and  the  Con* 
fectary  drawn  therefrom,  we  may  fafely  con¬ 
clude,  that  the  Hyde  Spaw  Water  is  poiTefled 
and  compofed  of  the  following  Principles, 
and  inveftigahle  Ingredients  5  ( 1 )  a  balfamick 
setherial  elaftic  Spirit  ;  (2)  Sal -Enixurn  Am¬ 
moniac'.  Nativii ;  (3)  an  Ambergreaf©  Oil, 
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which  naturally  contains,  (4)  Phlogifton  of 
Inflammability;  (5)  finefubtile  alkaline  Earth; 
(6)  Vitriol  Acid,  as  the  common  natural  Sol¬ 
vent  ;  and  (7)  common  elementary  Water, 
which  is  the  Vehicle  in  which  all  the  afore- 
faid  Ingredients  are  diffolved,  contained,  and 
-adminiftred,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Sick  and  In¬ 
firm  ;  and  thus  I  will  conclude  thefe  experi¬ 
mental  Corollaries,  and  proceed  to  the  fourth 
and  lall  Part  of  this  Differ  tation. 


PART  IV, 

In  what  Diftempers  thefe  Waters  are 
falutary  ;  and  in  what  Manner  they 
ought  to  be  ufed. 


E  that  by  Writing  means  to  point  out 
Remedies  for  Relief  of  the  various  In¬ 
firmities  that  are  incident  to  the  human  Body, 
ought  to  regard  this  effentially,  amongft  the 
many  other  neceffary  Rules  to  be  obferved  ; 
namely,  that  above  all  Things,  it  is  highly 
irncumbent  on  him,  to  have  the  whole  Stages 
of  human  Life,  in  both  Sexes,  conftantly  be¬ 
fore  him  ;  becaufe  every  Stage  of  Life  in  the 
Age  of  Man  is  incident  to,  and  afflicded  with 
its  particular  Difeafes,  the  Seeds  of  which  it 
feems  are  in  our  innate  Nature,  and  brought 
with  us  into  the  World  at  our  Birth ;  fo  that 

our 
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our  whole  Lives  upon  this  Globe,  are  nothing 
more  than  a  meer  Chain  of  Difeafes  from  the 
Beginning  to  the  End ;  or,  according  to  Hip~ 
pocrates ,  a  perpetual  Diftemper.  .  The  all* 
wife  and  bountiful  Creator,  has  indeed  fur- 
nifhed  us  plentifully  with  fuch  Things  as  we 
call  Remedies,  but  in  Reality  they  are  no  more 
perfedt,  than  our  corrupt  Bodies,  that  mud  go 
through  a  State  of  Putrefadtion,  at  the  End 
of  this  troublefome  Pilgrimage,  into  a  State 
of  Glory ;  fo  that  at  bed  what  we  call  Re¬ 
medies,  are  in  Faff  no  more  than  periodical 
Relievers,  or  palliative  Eaiiers  of  our  Pains 
and  Infirmities. 

But  as  to  every  Stage,  particular  Difeafes 
are  incident,  fo,  on  the  other  Pland,  particu¬ 
lar  Relievers  are  ordained  by  Providence  to 
fuit  the  feveral  Degrees  of  Life  ^  for  what  is 
good  and  neceffary  in  one  Stage,  is  detrimental 
and  pernicious  in  another.  T  his  great  Truth, 
which  holds  univerfally  good,  was  fo  tenaci- 
oudy  obferved  by  the  fagacious  Fathers  in 
Phyfick,  that  they  not  only  regarded  the  com¬ 
mon  Divifion  of  each  Stage  of  Life,  but  alfo 
remarked  the  proper  Didindtions,  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Employments  and  Budnefs  of  Men ; 
and  very  judicioudy  confidered,  that  the  Di~ 
demper  of  the  gluttonous  fedentary  Citizen, 
could  not  proceed  from  the  fame  Caufc,  nor 
be  of  the  fame  Nature  and  Origin,  as  that  of 
"  the  hard  labouring  Country  Mechanick ;  and 
therefore  pointed  out  fuch  medicinal  Treat¬ 
ment  to  the  Afflidted,  as  was  peculiarly  adapted 

H  z  to 
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to  their  feveral  Callings,  and  Situations  in 
Life 

In  the  Purfuit  of  this  Differtation,  I  need 
not,  in  one  Refpedt,  regard  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  neceffary  Cautions,  becaufe  the  Hyde 
Spaw  Waters  are  fuitable  to  all,  in  every  Call¬ 
ing  and  Stage  of  Life;  and  may  be  fafely 
taken,  from  the  fucking  Infant,  to  the  moft 
decrepit,  and  worn-down  Age  of  Man,  with¬ 
out  the  lead:  Hazard  of  Detriment  to  any 
Conflitution  whatever  ;  and  indeed  this  much 
I  muft  fay,  in  Juflice  to  the  Truth,  that  the 
Hyde  Spaw  and  Tar  Waters,  are  the  firffc 
and  only  Medicines,  I  have  ever  yet  met 
with,  that  are  fuitable  to  all,  the  feveral  Vo¬ 
cations  and  Periods  of  Life. 

Although  this  Hyde  Water  may  be  taken 
at  all  Times,  and  in  all  Conflitution  s,  with¬ 
out  Prejudice,  yet  it  does  not  follow  from 
hence,  that  it  fhould  be  a  Panacea,  or  Uni- 
verfal  Remedy,  for  Relief  of  all  the  Infirmi¬ 
ties  that  are  entailed  upon  the  human  Body, 
in  the  feveral  Ages  and  Bufineffes  of  Life  ;  it 
Is  therefore*  neceffary  to  point  out  the  parti¬ 
cular  Diflempers,  its  Virtues  are  particularly 
adapted  to,  and  thus  prevent  an  unbeneficial 
Ufe  of  them*3 which  though  they  will  not 
prove  prejudicial  to  any,  yet  it  is  ever  irk- 
fome  where  the  Expectation  is  heightened, 
and  the  defired  End  of  Relief  is  not  ob¬ 
tained. 

*  See  on  this  Head  Hippocrates*  Stahl*  Ramazzmi*  and 
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The  fcorbntic  Diforder  or  Scurvy,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  received  Opinion,  is  an  acrimoni¬ 
ous  fait  Humour  in  the  Blood,  which  breaks 
out  in  Irruptions  of  the  Skin,  and  is  com¬ 
monly  attributed  to  the  great  Quantity  of  fait 
Provifions  :  But  all  this  is  meer  idle  Jargon 
and  grounded  on  a  falfe  Hypothecs  j  becaufe. 
we  fhould  in  this,  as  well  as  in  all  other  Dif- 
orders,  ftridly  obferve  Nature  ;  and  then  we 
mall  find,  that  the  Scurvy  Matter  is  generated 
for  want  of  Salt,  and  proceeds  not  from  the 
Abundance  of  it ;  for  the  Salt  that  Sea  Pro¬ 
vifions  are  feafoned  with,  changes  its  faline 
Nature  into  a  State  of  Putrefaction,  which 
mixes  with  the  Juices  of  the  Meat  or  Flelh 
and  compofes  a  perfeft  glewy  Subfiance,  and 
this  thick  fizey  Matter  is  fwallowed  with  the 
daily  Food,  and  thus  received  by  the  animal 
Juices,  and  fo  carried  through  the  Circulation 
where  its  Bulk  prevents  it  from  palling  throueh 
the  fmaller  Veflels,  which  by  the  Helps  of 
Itrong  mucilaginous  Liquors,  ftagnates,  and  pu- 
trihes ;  and  as  the  Coolnefs  of  the  Air  pre¬ 
vents  its  perfpiring,  it  naturally  mull  corrode 
and  ulcerate  the  Skin,  and  from  thence  it  is 
called  an  Endemical  DiJ'eafe  to  thefe  northern 
Climates ;  becaufe  our  fouthern  Neighbours 
are  greatly  freed  from  it,  by  Perforation  :  But 
when  the  animal  Juices  are  fufficiently  im¬ 
pregnated  with  Salts,  it  it  obferved,  that  this 
glewy  fcurvy  Matter  thereby  liquifies,  and  is 
difcharged  by  Stool  and  Urine  5  hence  it  is, 

that  foe  Ufe  of  Sea  Water  has  been  often  be- 
nenciai  iij  the  Scurvy, 
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In  a  high  Station  of  Life,  the  Scurvy  is 
bred  in  the  fame  Manner,  as  before  related  in 
that  of  a  low  feafaring  one,  only  that  the 
Means  is  different  ;  becaufe  high  Sauces  and 
Gravies,  are  equally  able  to  overload  the  ani¬ 
mal  hikes,  with  this  glewy  fcurvy  Matter  as 
Sea  Provifions  are,  and  therefore  require  the 
feme  faline  Remedies  to  remove  them. 

Bv  the  fame  natural  Rule,  I  take  the  Scurvy, 
from  ten  to  fifteen  Years  of  Age,  to  be  fuch  a 
Stage  Diffemper,  that  breeds  innumerable 
ethers,  for  the  Succeeding  Periods  of  Life,  but 
a  Difference  in  Mode,  as  the  \  ocation  and 
Conftitution  will  admit  of;  as  for  Inftance,  in 
the  hard-labouring  Sailor,  it  will  turn  to  a 
Leprofy,  but  in  a  young,  ftrong,  high-feeding 
Gentleman,  into  Eryfipelas ,  and  Inflammations. 
And  the  farther  we  trace  this  Matter,  the 
Scurvy,  as  the  original  Sources,  will  never  leave 
us:-  becaufe  in  aLeportic  Sailor  the  mucilagi¬ 
nous,  fizey  Glew,  will  at  laft  corrode  an 
obftrud  the  circulatory  Veffels,  and  fo  bung 
on  Jaundice  and  Dropfy,  which  will  end 
difiblving  the  Soul  from  the  Body  :  But  with 
the  well  and  eafy  living  Citizen,  it  paffes  through 
the  feveral  Stages,  and  vifits  him  with  ftrumous 
Inflammations  of  the  Eyes,  exquifite  Pams  of 
the  Hips  and  Lumber  Muicles,  Rheumatiims, 
&c.  till  at  laft  it  determines  in  its  higheft  r  er- 
feftion,  which  is  either  the  Gravel,  Stone,  or 
Gout ;  and  then  we  have  a  full  Opportunity 
to  examine  this  fizey  Glew  in  a  chemical  Man¬ 
ner,  which,  at  this  Period  of  Lire,  is  change 

into  a  friable  infufible  Earth ;  and  the  ftrongeft 
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Fire  is  not  able  to  calcine,  or  produce  one 
Grain  of  Salt  out  of  it ;  but,  on  the  contrary* 
if  Salts  are  added  to  it,  it  is  foon  deftroyed  ^ 
fo  that  to  the  very  laft  it  teftifies,  what  has  been 
fo  fully  eftablifhed,  by  Experience,  viz.  that 
evacuating  faline  Medicines  are  the  only  Reliefs* 
in  thefe  Diftempers,  from  the  firft  to  the  lafi 
Stage  of  them. 

The  ingenious  and  mod  learned  Doctor 
Thompfon  is  the  firft  Englijh  Phyfician  that  was 
acquainted  with  Nature,  to  underftand  and 
rightly  obferve  this  natural  Chain  of  Diftempers, 
and  the  Confequenees  enfuing  therefrom  ;  as 
fully  appears  in  his  excellent  Treatife  on  the 
Gout,  whereunto,  for  Brevity’s  Sake,  I  am 
obliged  to  refer  the  judicious  Reader.  It  alfo 
cannot  be  denied  (let  the  envious  Brethren 
of  the  Faculty  cavil  againft  it  as  much  as  they 
pleafe)  but  muft'  be5  confefied  as  a  Truth, 
that  Doftor  ‘Thompj’on  is  the  very  firft  Phyfi¬ 
cian  here  in  England,  that  in  a  rational,  and 
natural  Manner,  preferibed  the  faline  purging 
Waters,  which,  before  his  Time,  were  only- 
known  by  Name  to  the  Phyfical  Tribe. 

As  it  is  then  plain,  from  the  Dictates  of 
Nature,  that  in  the  faline  Medicines  only,  we 
muft  look  for  Liquifiers,  and  Difchargers  of 
this  fizey  fcorbutic-  Matter,  in  fo  many  Shapes 
-  irkfome  and  prejudicial  to  our  Constitutions; 
it  neceffarily  follows  to  be  confidered.  Which 
of  the  Saits  We  may  expect  to  find  Relievers 
in  this  Cafe  ?  It  is  true,  the  Alkaline ,  Nitre , 
P olyckreft,  and  neutral  Salts,  have,  by  Expe¬ 
rience,  been  found  ferviceable,  but  never 
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proved  a  complete  Relief,  in  this  Chaos  of 
Diforders ;  becaufe  their  diuretic  and  fcouring 
Quality  is  fuch,  that  it  intirely  deftroys  the 
Mucus  that  guards  the  Veffels,  if  ufed  in  fo 
large  a  Quantity,  as  is  neceffary  to  give  Re¬ 
lief,  and  thereby  brings  on  a  worfe  Diftemper 
than  it  is  intended  to  remove  ;  but  this  Defi¬ 
ciency  we  labour  under,  inRefpedfto  all  arti¬ 
ficial  Productions,  is  happily  remedied,  and 
thoroughly  rectified  in  Nature  s  I1  urnace,  by 
kindly  fupplying  us  with  the  Addition  of  a 
native  Ammoniac,  to  *e  Salts  in  the  Hyde 
Waters,  which,  in  every  RefpeCt,  improves 
this  natural  Medicine  5  becaufe  this  h  offil  is 
not  only  efficacious  in  reftoring  the  injuied 
Yeflfel,  but  likewife  extremely  fo,  in  diffolving 
thofe  unhealthy  Concretes;  and  therefore 
the  greateft  Naturalifts  in  all  Ages,  fiom 
their  own  Experience,  -'  have  beftowed  the 
higheft  Praifes  upon  it  *.  Thus  we  fee,  that 
the  Hyde  Spaw  Water  has  not  any  Impedi¬ 
ment  in  its  Way,  fo  as  to  be  noxious  in  one 
Shape  or  other,  as  moft  Medicines  commonly 
are ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  is  a  fafe,  and  in 
all  Degrees  complete  Reliever  in  that  Series 
of  Difeafes  above  related,  and  fully  manifefts 
what  has  been  before  obferved,  viz.  to  be  a 
fafe,  eafy  Medicine,  in  all  Degrees  and  Stages 

of  Life. 

It  is  a  prevailing  Cuftom  of  this  debauched 
Age,  to  drink  Rheniffi  Wine  with  Chalybeate 
Spaw,  or  Setters  Water,  with  Sugar,  in  the 
Summer,  for  a  Cooler,  and  often  for  a  Morm-

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ing  Whet,  as  it  is  called  ;  but  this  I  rntuft  con¬ 
demn  as  a  bad  Cuftom,  and  very  prejudicial 
to  Health ;  becaufe  the  Chalybeate,  in  this 
Practice,  inflames  the  Lungs,  and  the  corrofive 
Contents  in  the  Selters  Water  are  as  perni¬ 
cious  in  other  Refp^dts.  I  am  utterly  againft 
immoderate  and  unfeafonable  Drinking;  but 
for  thofe  that  cannot  conquer  this  habitual 
Evil,  it  is  mo  ft  advifeable  to  take  luch  Li¬ 
quors  as  are  the  leaft  detrimental ;  therefore, 
as  thefe  noxious  Qualities  are  not  in  the  Hyde 
Spaw  Waters,  and  the  Tafte  full  as  pleafant 
with  Wine,  as  with  any  foreign  Water,  it  is 
to  be  recommended  to  life  with  the  Rhenijh , 
in  Preference  to  all  others. 

What  I  have  here  faid  on  Drinking,  mu  ft 
be  underftood  of  the  general  Abufe  of  it j 
becaufe,  to  drink  Hyde  Spaw  Water  with 
Wine  for  the  common  Beverage,  is  not  only 
very  falutary,  but  in  fome  chronical  Cafes 
in  a  Manner  neceflary ;  as  I  fhall  more  fully 
fet  forth  hereafter. 

The  Morpkew  is  a  Diftemper  that  has 
greatly  baffled  the  modern  Practitioners  in  Phy- 
fick;  becaufe  there  plainly  appears  an  Ob¬ 
struction  and  corrofive  Matter,  which  fhews 
itfelf  on  the  Breaft  above  the  Lungs  in  cuta¬ 
neous  Eruptions ;  in  fhort,  we  may  take  it  for 
granted,  that  the  Lungs  in  this  Diforder  are 
obftruded ;  hence  that  moving  exquifite  Pain, 
fo  much  complained  of  by  thofe  afflicted  with 
it,  enfues :  However,  I  fhall  not  enlarge  upon 
the  Nature  of  this  Diftemper  here,  but  only

a  Word  out  of  Compaffion  to  thofe  that  are 
afflicted ;  I  would  advife  not  to  tamper  with 
Mercurials,  and  other  ufual  Evacuatives,  but 
iiril  go  through  a  Courfe  of  Baliamicks,  fo 
as  to  ftrengthen  the  Lungs,  that  they  may 
afterwards  be  able  to  beai;  the  neceffary  Eva¬ 
cuations  5  then  to  take  about  four  or  five  Dofes 
of  Pill.  Anticocachemia,  D.  D.  Rcefnerii,  and 
then  they  will  complete  the  whole,  with  go¬ 
ing  through  a  Courfe  of  the  Hyde  Spaw  'Wa¬ 
ters,  for  two  or  three  Months,  according  to 
the  fhort  or  long  Standing  this  Diforder  is  of; 
becaufe  it  is  with  repeated  Evacuation,  both 
Diureticks  and  Catharticks,  that  we  mull  ex¬ 


pert  to  conquer  this  Diftemper,  and  nothing 
fo  fitting  and  adapted  to  it,  as  our  faline  Hyde 
Waters ;  for  they  preferve  and  ftrengthen  the 
circulatory  Veflels,  at  the  fame  Time  that  they 
unload  them  from  their  Malignancy. 

Upon  the  fame  fure  Foundation  that  the 
Mar  phew  is  relieved,  we  muft  expert  to  pro¬ 
mote  Eafe  in  Ajlhtnas ;  became  fo  long  as  the 
grofs  Obftru&ions  in  the  capital.  Veflels  are 
not  removed,  we  can  gain  nothing ;  and  in 
this  Cafe  violent  Medicines  are  always  dan¬ 
gerous,  becaufe  the  tender  Veflels  of  the 
Lungs  are,  by  the  Obftrudions,  extended 
beyond  their  proper  Dimenfion  ;  lo  that  if  any 
additional  Burthen  is  thrown  upon  them,  they 
muft  in  Confequence  break,  and  be  deftroyed ; 
therefore  nothing  but  a  mild  Diflolver,  and 
eafy  Evaeuator,  fuch  as  the  Hyde  Spaw  W al¬ 
ters,  is  required,  or  fafe  to  be  given  in  this 
Diftemper. 
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All  Maimer  of  Obftrudtions  in  the  Fair  Sex, 
fiich  as  natural  Impediments  to  Breeding,  or 
Ladies  that  are  come  to  the  critical  Stage  of 
Life,  in  which  their  Menfes  leave  them, 
and  are  at  this  oonftitutional  Revolution 
averfe  to  the  neceffary  Evacuation  of  Cupping 
and  Bleeding  *,  may  be  fure  to  find  Relief  in 
the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters  3  and,  with  thefe  gen¬ 
tle  eafy  Evacuations,  prepare  themfelves  for 
the  Enjoyment  of  the  remaining  Part  of  Life, 
and  even  preferve  Health,  Spirit,  and  Vigour 
to  old  Age,  without  any  bloody  or  difagree- 
able  Operations  on  their  tender  Bodies. 

From  what  has  been  faid,  and  according 
to  the  Laws  of  Nature,  we  may  take  it  for 
granted,  that  thefe  faline  Waters  are  highly 
beneficial  in  all  Sorts  of  Scurfs,  Scald-heads, 
Tettars,  Pimples  in  the  Face,  Ring- worms, 
habitual  Coflivenefs,  Tumors,  Swellings,  all 
fharp  and  corroding  Humours  in  the  Blood, 
and  even  King’s  Evil  itfelf ;  in  which  laft 
Cafe  I  am  very  certain,  that  the  Hyde  Spaw 
Waters  will  be  much  more  efficacious,  than 
any  Thing  the  Iron  Boxmaker  of  Binning - 
ham%  Angel-like  Youth  is  able  to  perform. 

Having  thus  taken  Notice  of  the  general 
Diftempers,  in  which  the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters 
are  fovereign  Relievers,  and  as  the  lefler  DiF 
-  cafes  of  the  fame  Nature  depend  on  the  ge¬ 
neral  ones,  it  is  quite  unneceflary  to  be  more 
particular  on  that  Head  here  5  therefore  I

(1)  Hyde  Water  ought  to  be  drank  out 
of  long  narrow  Glades,  fo  that  it  may  be  gra¬ 
dually5  fwallowed  down  with  the  aetherial 
Spirits,  which  fo  much  exhales  in  large  open 
ones ;  and  never  more  than  a  Quarter  of  a 
Pint  to  be  drank  at  a  Time,  and  fifteen  Mi¬ 
nutes  Diftance  between  each  Dofe,  till  the 

Quantity  required  is  taken. 

(2)  In  the  Beginning  of  a  Courfe  of  Drink¬ 
ing  thefe  Waters,  finall  Dofes  ought  to  be 
taken  ;  and  the  beft  Method  in  this  Refped, 
is  to  begin  with  a  Quarter  of  a  Pint  every 
Nio-ht,  when  going  to  Bed,  and  the  fucceed- 
inr?  Morning  take  from  one  to  four  Drams 
ofPthe  Hyde  Salts,  in  half  a  Pint  of  the  Wa¬ 
ter  ;  and  when  by  this  Means  the  Body  gently 
phvficks,  the  Water  may  be  daily  increafed 
with  a  Quarter  of  a  Pint,  till  it  is  fufficient  to 
purge  of  itfelf,  without  the  Addition  of  the 

“(3)  In  all  and  every  Diforder  in  which 
this  Water  is  ufed,  there  mull  not  be  fo  much 
taken  of  it  every  Day,  as  will  occafion  Purg¬ 
ing,  but  as  an  Alterative,  fo  that  it  rnay 
have  Time  and  Power  to  fearch  and  circulate 
with  the  Blood,  and  corred  the  Juices  in  the 
molt  extended  Parts ;  and  when  taken  in  this 
Manner,  a  Quarter  of  a  Pint  every  fourth 
Hour,  in  a  tender  Conftitution,  fo.  as  to  make 

up  a  Pint  in  the  whole  Day,  will  be  fuffi- 

dent  | 
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pent ;  but  to  a  hail  ftrong  Conftitution  more 
may  be  given  ;  by  this  Means  it  will  require 
a  longer  Courfe  of  Drinking  ;  but  as  it  is  a 
fure  Way  of  reaping  Benefit,  it  certainly  muft 
be  of  more  material  Confequence,  than  the 
Lofs  of  Time  for  five  or  fix  Weeks,  in  fo  ef- 
fential  a  Matter  as  removing  a  Malady,  and 
reftoring  a  broken  Conftitution  to  Health  and 
Vigour.

(4)  It  is  impoftible  ever  to  afcertain  one 
general  Quantity  in  a  Dofe  of  Phyfick,  be- 
caufe  fome  Constitutions  are  eafy  to  be  worked 
with  a  fmall  Dofe,  others  not  without  a  large 
one  ;  in  this  Cirpumftance,  every  Patient  ought 
to  obferve  his  own  Conftitution  for  a  Guide, 
and  never  drink  more  of  thefe  Waters  than 
is  barely  neceftary  to  purge ;  nor  would  I  ad- 
vife  ever  to  provoke  more  than  four  or  five 
purging  Stools  each  Day  ;  for  when  it  amounts 
to  more  than  that  Number,  it  becomes  unna¬ 
tural  5  from  which  no  Service  can  be  expected, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  unhealthy  Confequence  5 
muft  enfue. 

(5)  In  the  firft  Stage  of  the  * Scurvy,  it  is 
peceftary  to  drink  thefe  Waters  for  five  or  fix 
Weeks  together,  at  the  Spring-head,  or,  if 
that  is  not  convenient  to  the  Patient,  for  eight 
pr  nine  Weeks  at  a  Diftance,  on  Account  of 
fome  Part  of  the  Efficacy  that  the  Water  may 
have  loft  by  Carriage.  For  young  People  I 
would  advife  them  to  try  firft  the  Drinking, 
and  avoid  Bathing  as  much  as  poffible,  be- 
caufe  the  latter  weakens  thofe  Veffels,  that 

they 
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they  naturally  defire  fhould  be  ftrong ;  and 
indeed  Drinking  only,  in  the  firft  Degree  of 
the  Scurvy,  will  be  found  fufficient ;  but  for 
thofe  that  are  afflidted  with  Tettars  and  Ul¬ 
cers,  in  fuch  a  Cafe  Neceflity  has  no  Law, 
and  Bathing  is  abfolutely  required. 

(6)  In  Eryfipelas ,  Inflammations  of  the  Eyes, 
or  any  other  Part  of  the  Body,  thefe  Waters 
may  be  taken  at  all  Times  and  Seafons  of  the 
Year ;  but  in  thefe  Diftempers  it  mull  be 
taken  plentifully,  becaufe  immediate  Evacu¬ 
ations  are  required  ;  and  if  they  do  not  of 
themfelves  fufficiently  purge,  feme  of  their 
Salts  mud  be  added,  particularly  when  Bleed¬ 
ing,  Cupping,  or  Scarification  is  omitted  ;  not 
but  one  of  thefe  Evacuations  is  extremely  be¬ 
neficial,  and  fome times  abfolutely  neceftary 
in  thefe  Cafes,  with  the  Waters ;  but  in  all 
thefe  Diforders  Bathing  mu  ft  be  avoided,  un- 
lefs  it  be  an  Eryfipelas,  and  the  fame  is  fcari- 
fied,  then  it  may  be  fomented  to  .Advantage 
with  warm  Hyde  Water. 

(7)  Leprofies,  King’s  Evil,  and  the  like 
ulcerated  Diftempers,  require  Bathing,  as  well 
as  Drinking;  but  fuch  Patients  ought  to  be¬ 
gin  with  Drinking  only,  and  continue  it  for 
three  or  four  Weeks,  at  leaft  as  Purges  and 
Alteratives,  lb  as  to  difpofe  the  corrupt  juices 
for  a.  Difcharge ;  then  they  may  begin  to 
Bathe,  and  at  the  fame  Time  continue  Drink¬ 
ing  and  Purging  with  thefe  Waters,  as  much 
as  the  Conftitution  of  the  Patient  will  admit 
of ;  but  on  fuch  Days  when  they  purge,  it  is 
'proper  to  refrain  from  Bathing. 

is.  A  (Q 
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(8)  In  the  Gravel  and  Stone,  thefe  Waters 
muft  be. drank  for  fome  Days  as  an  Alterative, 
before  Purging  is  thought  of,  and  then  it  will 
be  better  to  add  fome  of  its  Salts  to  it,  fo  as 
to  make  it  lefs  in  Bulk,  and  anfwer  the  Power 
of  a  greater  Quantity ;  but  when  the  Patient 
is  of  a  rigid  Fibre,  Bathing  in  thefe  Waters 
may  be  ufed  to  the  greateft  Advantage,  as  it 
lubricates  the  Veftels,  fo  that  they  are  able  to 
extend  themfelves,  and  expel  the  peccant 
Matter  they  are  loaded  with ;  but  as  the  Gra¬ 
vel  is  fometimes  brought  on  by  a  lax  Fibre, 
in  this  Situation,  Bathing  abfolutely  muft  be 
omitted,  and  from  Drinking  only  to  expeft 
Service;  this  Water  being  a  Reftorer  of  the 
injured  Veftels. 

(9)  In  a  gouty  PXabit  of  Body,  it  is  neceflary 
to  purge  twice  or  three  Times  in  every  Month, 
with  Hyde  Spaw  Water;  by  this  Means  the 
gouty  Matter  may  be  kept  under,  and  not  in 
any  Refpedt  endanger  the  Conftitution  ;  but 
when  a  Fit  of  the  Gout  is  actually  on,  then 
inftead  of  this  faline  Water,  it  is  advifable  to 
take  from  four  to  ftx  Drams  of  the  Hvde  Salts, 
once  in  every  three  Days,  and  to  work  it  oft” 
with  thin  warm  Water-gruel :  In  this  Difor- 
der,  as  well  as  in  A  ft  h  mas,  Gravel,  Stone,  &c. 
thefe  Waters  may  be  made  Ufe  of,  mixed  with 
Wine,  at  Meals,  for  the  common  Drink,  with 
the  fame  extraordinary  Advantage  as  the  Setter 

'Waters  are  taken,  in  like  Manner,  in  fome 
Parts  of  Germany . 

(10)  Such  Ladies  as  are  affli&ed  with  Ob~ 
ftrudtions,  and  the  Blood  is  fizey,  for  want 
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of  Serum,  may  drink  this  Water  at  all  Seafons/ 
only  obferving  to  begin  with  final!  Quantities,' 
and  purge  three  or  four  Times  with  the  Hyde 
Salts,  before  larger  Dofes  of  the  Water  are 
-taken,  and  always  to  ufe  gentle  Exercife  with 
it ;  in  this  Cafe,  if  the  Fibre  is  ftong  and  rigid/ 
it  is  advifable  to  bathe  in  thefe  Waters,  which 
may  be  done  whenever  O'ceafion  requires  it, 
without  regarding  the  Time  of  the  Year. 

(n)  For  fuch  of  the  Fair  Sex  that  are  in 
the  Stage  of  Life  when  the  Menfes  ufualljf 
leave  them,  and  are  willing  to  prepare  them- 
felves  accordingly  with  thefe  Waters,  ought 
to  drink  them  Spring  and  Fall,  for  two  or 
three  Years;  and  it  is  neceiTary  to  begin  with 
this  Preparation,  as  foon  as  they  perceive  anjf 
Symptoms  of  a  Decreafe  of  the  natural  Flux, 
then  the  Cotirfe  of  Drinking  in  the  Spring  muft 
be  for  fix  Weeks,  at  leaft;  in  which  Time 
they  ought  to  purge  fifteen  or  fixteen  Times 
with  thefe  Waters;  if  their  Conftitutions  are 
tender,  they  had  better  take  fome  of  the  Salts 
with  it,  fo  as  to  reduce  the  Bulk,  and  produce 
the  fame  Effects ;  and  when  the  Time  of 
Drinking  is  finifihed,  to  bathe  five  or  fix  Times 
after  it :  But  in  the  Fall  of  the  Leaf,  three 
Weeks  Drinking,  and  about  eight  or  nine 
Times  purging  with  thefe  Waters,  will  be  fuf- 
ficient,  with  a  few  Bathings,  to  finifh  and  com¬ 
plete  the  whole. 

(12)  If  it  was  known  of  what  great  Efficacy 
the  Hyde  Spaw  Waters  and  Salts  are,  in  all 
Sorts  of  Venereal  Difeafes,  and  reftoring  the 
Conflitution,  when  injured  by  the  Malignancy 
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of  this  Diforder,  or  the  Mercurials  ufed  for 
Relief,  I  am  very  fure  all  thofe  noxious  Loads 
of  Mercurial  Preparations,  fo  much  now  in 
Vogue,  would  be  foon  juftly  difcarded  3  but 
whenever  the  Water  is  ufed  for  this  Purpofe, 
it  is  neceffary  to  methodife  the  Manner  of  it 
particularly 3  which  is  a  Bufinefs  1  fhall  not 
enter  into  in  this  Place. 

(13)  The  Baths  that  are  made  of  thisWatef, 
ought  to  be  but  very  little  more  than  Milk- 
warm,  and  by  no  Means  to©  hot  3  becaufe  the 
Salts  foak  better  into  the  Body,  when  mo¬ 
derately  warm  3  for  which  Reafon  it  is  necef- 
fary  to  remain  longer  in  thefe  Baths,  than  in 
any  other  3  fometimes  it  ought  to  be  weaken'd 
with  common  Water,  or  to  be  made  ftronger, 
as  the  various  Circumftances  of  the  bathing 
Patients  may  require  it  5  particularly,  this  Rule 
ought  to  be  obferved  in  Scurfy  Cafes,  where 
the  Body  is  full  of  Scabs  and  Ulcers 3  and  for 
fuch,  in  the  beginning  of  Bathing,  the  Water 
fhould  be  weaken'd,  the  eafier  to  foften  the 
Scabs  and  Tettars;  after  which  the  Bath  may 
be  made  ftronger  with  the  Hyde  Waters* 

Cold  Bathing  in  the  Hyde  Waters  cannot  be 
of  any  real  Service  3  therefore  I  fhall  fay 
nothing  on  that  Head :  All  other  neceffary 
Rules  to  be  obferved,  in  the  Ufe  of  thefe  arti¬ 
ficial  Baths,  of  natural  cold  Medicinal  Mineral 
^  Waters,  I  have  fully  laid  down  in  my  Treatife 
on  Chalybeate  Waters  3  to  which,  for  Brevity's 
fake,  I  refer* 

(14)  When  the  Courfe  of  Bathing  is  fi mill¬ 
ed,  it  is  neceffary  to  purge  two  or  three  Times 
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with  the  Hyde  Water  and  Salts,  within  the 
Space  of  five  or  fix  Days  after  it,  fo  as  to  cleanfe 
and  difcharge  all  fuch  Juices,  as,  by  the  Means 
of  the  Bathing,  may  have  fettled  upon  the 
Entrails,  and  thereby  avoid  all  ill  Confequences 
whatfoever. 

(15)  It  is  as  neceffary  to  obferve  Rules  in 
Diet,  Exercife,  &c.  in  the  Courfe  of  Drinking 
the  Hyde  Waters,  as  in  the  Ufe  of  other  Me¬ 
dicinal  Mineral  Waters  5  and  thefe  Rules  I 
have  fully  pointed  out  in  Chap.  III.  and  X.  of 
my  Treatife  on  Chalybeate  Waters,  to  which 
I  refer  the  Reader. 

(16)  And  laftly,  I  muff  take  Leave  to  give 
the  general  neceffary  Caution,  viz.  never  to 
bleed  in  the  Die  of  Hyde  Spaw  Waters,  un- 
lefs  the  Confutation  of  the  Patient  has  been 
accuftomed  to  it,  or  in  Afthmas,  or  fuch  like 
Circumftances,  that  renders  it  abfolutely  ne¬ 
ceffary  ;  becaufe  thefe  Waters  are  fuch  power¬ 
ful,  yet  eafy  Evacuators,  that  if  injudicious 
Bleeding  is  added  to  their  Ufe,  it  deftroys  the 
Haoit  and  1  exture  of  the  Blood,  ruins  the 
unhappy  Patient  fo  tampered  with,  andinftead 
pf  reftpring  Health  and  Vigour,  brings  him 

into  a  State  pi  Mifery,  for  the  Remainder  of  his 
Life.
